FREE COALING STATION. 


Gen. Grant’s Santa Domingo Project 
May Yet be Realized. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK; May: 3.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says Gen. 
Grant's project for the establishment 
of a naval coaling station in Samana 
Bay, Santo Domingo, may yet be real- 
ized. According to Henry Smythe, 
Minister to Hayti and Charge d’Affairs 
to Santo Domingo under the Cleve- 
land government, the Domingo govern- 
ment is ready to cede such a station 
to the United States, without asking 
the payment of a doller. ‘Mr, 
has not submitted an official 
ert on this subject to the. State 
bartment, for the reason that his 
ignation was accepted before he !.ad 
e' to prepare it, though he had 
led on Secretary Sherman, to whom 
made an oral report. 


Irn a letter recently written by Mr, 


Smythe to a former friend in Washing- 
ton, he says that he discussed. with 
the Domingo foreign authorities a 
treaty which embraced the following 
heads and divisions: 
Commerce, navigation, extradition 
aud reciprocity of interest and conces- 
sion. Under this latter division he 
obtained the concession of a coaling 
station for the use of the Ameritan 
navy during the continuance of the 
treaty on ihe sole condition that ‘‘eoa]- 
ing facilities’ be allowed the Dominican 
navy in American ports. The coaling 
Station was to be located at any point 
in the Bay of Samana, or in either 
of two fine harbors east of Sant 
Domingo wn the Carribean Sea.

Ralli Says a Heroic Defense Will 
be Made. 


POINTS OF THE SITUATION. 


Powers Reported to Hawe Made 
Overtures to the Hellenes Which 
Have Been Declined—A Case of 
Might Against Right, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

ATHENS, May 3.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bel.] Col. Tsomados, Minister of War, 
and M. Theotakis, Ministe# of the In- 
terior, are said to be fayorably im- 
pressed with the situation at Pharsala, 
both as to the. troops and plan of de- 
fense. Rumors conflict materially as to 
the diplomatic attitude of Turkey. 

According to one report, Edhem 
Pasha, the Turkish commander in 
Thessaly, has asked an armistice of 
five days; according to another an 
warmistice already exists by the tacit 
acquiescence of both commanders, 
while a*third story describes Edhém 
Pasha as only awaiting reinforcements 
for an attack upon Pharsala, to be fol- 
lowed by an attack upon Volo. . 

It is also said to be probable that Ad- 
miral Tamatello is preparing to prevent 
a possible attempt of the Turks to seiz 


VASSAS RECALLED. 
ATHENS, May 3.—The Greek .gov- 
ernment has recalled Col. Vassos from 
Crete. He will be replaced in command 
of the Greek forces in the island by 
Col. Staikos. 


THE VELESTINO CONFLICT. 


Smolenski’s Forces Made a Gallant 
Stand Against Moslems. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, May 3.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Times will tomorrow print 
the following dispatch from its Voto 
correspondent dated 3 p.m., today: 

“When I arrived at Velestino yester- 
day afternoon I had just seen the Turk- 
ish infantry advancing in two columns, 
intending to cut the railway. The 
Greeks, 1000 strong, under Gen. Smo- 
lenski, by whose side I watched the en- 
counter in the rear of the Eighth 
Regiment under Col. Gannikosta, grad- 
ually advanced our battalion to hold 
the railway, the other to support the 
artillery which had mounted guns on 
the right center. 

“The Seventh Regiment of infantry, 
under Col. Regli, advanced to a low 
plateau on the left, where two bat- 
teries were in position. Gen. Smulen- 
ski had ordered the shelling to begin 
when the enemy were well within 
range, consequently the guns did not 
open fire before 5:30 o'clock. 

“The Turks were evidently about 
fourteen hundred strong. Their cavalry 
reconnoitered the wood where the 
Greeks were concealed, but the batteries 
remained silent until 6 o’clock and at 
that time the fire fell short of being ef- 


the best I have yet noticed. The Turks 
ran away from the shells, but continued 
to advance in good order. Our right 
was really never engaged, and the rail- 
way station was defended by only a 
small force with two Krupp guns. 

“Trains are running. to Pharsala now, 
and I managed to get through. Re- 
‘turning on horseback in the darkness to 
Volo, I was captured by the Greek out- 
posts, thanks to the failure of head- 
quarters to issue regular passports. I 
was treated with much civility, but 
was retained until a late hour. 

“Having met reinforcements on the 
way to Volo, I went out again today 
when the Greeks brought up nearly the 
whole Pharsala force. Save in the 
sharp struggles during the night the 
Greeks have been successful, holding 
their grounds. The Turks maintained a 
battery on a hill facing the Greek left, 
approached the end of the wood and 
burned a small village. Nearly all the 
fighting today has been on the extreme 
right in the direction of Lake Karla 
and the eastern Volo road. Whoever 
gains this road commands Volo and 
could cut off retreat there. 

“The trains still run to Velestino, the 
officials displaying great coolness and 
courage.. More decisive fighting is ex- 
pected. tomorrow (Tuesday.) As yet 
the Greek losses have not been heavy.

THE SITUATION, 


Ministers in Favor of Continuing 
the War. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LONDON, May 3.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The chiefs points in the situation 
today are: First, that the Cabinet min- 
isters who have returned from the 
Greek frontier seem to be in. favor of 
a continuance of a war and, further, 
that fighting continued almost inces- 
santly at Velestino from !ast Thurs- 
day until Sunday, with the result that 
Gen. Smolenski had heen prevented 
from actually assuming his new du- 
ties as chief of staff. Asa further re- 
sult the Greeks at Velestino have 
failed to regain their position, but they 
are too much fatigued to fullow up 
their success. Altogether fourteen offi- 
cers have been recalled from Crete to 
be sent into Thessaly, and this is also 
proof of the intention of the now Cabi- 
net to continue the war. The move- 
ment is actuated by necessity. AN the 
best officers are being sent to the 
front, nor is there any ini:a-ion yet 
displayed to evacuate Crete. 

The Turkish army is advancing in 
three columns upon Pharsa.a, where 
an additional column is operiting in 
the direction of Volo. As the Volo col- 
umn could easily take Velestino, the 
Greek position is very precarious. ‘Lhis 
probably explains the retention of Gen. 
Smolenski there, as it was natural to 
expect him to go to Pharsila to as- 
sume the supreme command. F\very- 
thing points to an inevitable retreat 
by the Greeks on Domoos. 

The diplomatic situation continues 
obscure with a constantinterchange of 
dispatches between European cabirets 
and incessant interviewing of minis- 
ters. 

GREEKS FALLING BACK. 

PARIS, May 3.—Telegrams from 
stantinople today confirm the reports 
that the Greeks are leaving Pharsala 
and retiring on Domokos. The Greek 
troops, according to Constantinople ad- 
vices, are also evacuating Arta. 

REPORTS OF WITHDRAWAL. 

CANEA (Crete,) May 3.—There are 
renewed reports here today that Greek 
troops are about to withdraw from 
Crete. 

KING GEORGE HAS SPASMS. 

PARIS, May 3.—An Athens dispatch 
to the Figaro asserts that King George 
is suffering from cardiacal spasms, and 
his physician insists that a change of 
air to the island of Milo or Syria is 
necessary. 

GREEK SITUATION IMPROVED. 

ATHENS, May 3.—The Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, M. Skowvlou'js, suys 
the military situation is greatly im- 
proved, both in Epirus and Thessaly, 
and the victory of the Greeks over the 
Turks at Velestino was brilliant. 

RALLI ENCOURAGED. 

LONDON, May 3.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph will 
say tomorrow: 

“I had an interview with M. Ralli 
today, who told be that the report sent 
by the Ministers of War and the In- 
terior from Pharsala were in most re- 
spects highly satisfactory. He said 
they had wired him from Pharsala that 
the front line of the army was in bat- 
tle array and the Turkish attack im- 
minent. All preparations “had been 
made .for heroic defense, and the spirit 
of the army was much better than be- 
fore, owing to the change in the su- 
preme command. 

“M. Ralli declared that the victory at 
Velestino was the most’ splendid 
achievemcnt of the war, the Greeks 
capturing an enormous quantity of 
arms, ammunition and horses. The 
Turks, after this crushing defeat, M. 
Ralli believes, are not likely to reén- 
gage in hostilities in that quarter. 
Under all the circumstances the Cabi- 
net deems is advisable to leave Gen. 
Smolenski with his own brigade and 
not promate him to a higher position 
for the moment.” 

MEDIATION NOT WANTED. 

ATHENS, May 3.—It is said here on 


good authority that the powers have 


made overtures to Greece on the sub- 
ject of peace, but the government de- 
clines. to invoke the mediation of 
Europe. The King has decided to re- 
main here for the present. 

WHY HE SHOULD STAY. 

LONDON, May 3.—A dispatch to the 
Daily News from Velestino will says 
tomorrow: “The presence of Crown 
Prince Constantine at Pharsala would 
be quite superfluous if he were not the 
future King of Greece. He ought to 
remain‘there, if only to-prove to an 
exasperated nation that he was the 
victim of an unworthy gang of Geurtier 
colonels, sabreurs and the like, of all 
grades of inefficiency, whom he had 
nominated en bloc to be his general 
staff.”’ 

REPEATED ASSAULTS. 

LONDON, May 3.—The correspondent 
of the Telegraph at Velestino, under 
date of Sunday, says: 

“In the battle here yesterday, which 
continued throughout the day, 7000 
Turks made repeated assaults on’ the 
Greek positions at the railway junction. 

“They were driven back by musKetry 
fire, which poured down from the 
stronghold of the infantry and Evzones. 
The Turkish cavalry charge on the 
Greeks seemed a sort of sheer madness, 
for the horsemen attempted to ascend a 
long steep incline in the face of two 
strong intrenchments of infantry.” 

NOTHING FROM GERMANY, 

LONDON, May 3.—Replying in the 
House of Commons today to Edward J. 
Morton, Liberal, the Parliamentary Sec- 
retary for the Foreign (Office, Mr. Cur- 
zon. said that no suggestion has been 
received from Germany looking to the 
punishment of Greece or to urging the 
Is!iand of Crete to return to Turkish 
rule. 


SMASHED GONSTANTINE’S FURNI- 
TURE. 


LONDON, May 3.—The Athens cor- 
respontient of the Times will say that 
a crowd, summoned by the ringing of 

hurch bells, proceeded to the residence 
of Crown Prince Constantine in Achia, 
seized the arms of the royal guard, 
smashed the furniture and burned al!

ANNEXATION OR DEATH, 


Cretan Insurgents Reject Proposals 

for Complete Autonomy. 

[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 
CANDIA (Crete,) May 3—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] The admirals command- 
ing the fleet of foreign powers in Cretan 
waters had a conference yesterday with 
the insurgent leaders at Paleokastro. 
The Cretans were promised complete 
autonomy, including the condition that 
the nomination of their ruler should be 
subject to ratification by the (Cretan 
Assembly. The insurgent leaders, huw- 
ever, cut the discussion short, and re- 
iterated that their motto remained, 

“Annexation to Greece or death.” 


IN NO SHAPE FOR WAR. 
Criminal Negligence of the Former 
Grecian Prime Minister. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 
ATHENS (via Brindisi, Italy,) May 
3.—[By Atlantic Cable.] The following 
dispatch to the Associated Press has 
been sent from Athens by way of Brin- 

disi, in order to escape the censor: 

“It is probable that no minister ever 
better deserved humiliation and dis- 
missal than M. Delyannis, the former 
Premicr. A little more than three 
weeks ago he Geclared that everything 
was prepared for war, but until the be- 
ginning of the fighting no preparations 
were made to resist a possivle invasion 
of Thessaly. A few trenches were dug 
in front of Larissa and one or two 
earthworks were erected, but ten days 
ago (the date the dispatch left Athens 
is not given) not a spade had been used 
to erect batteries or “arthworks to de- 
fend the exits of the passes leading to 
the Thessalian plains. All the prepara- 
tions made were to invade Macedonia, 
but these were hopelessly inadequate. 

“A military expert who made a tour 
of the centers where serious prepara- 
tions might have been expected says 
that in one arsenal commanded by a 
colonel of artillery there were.less than 
fifty cases of shells and only one field 
and one mountain battery. The princi- 
pal depot supplying ammunition to the 
army in Thessaly only had a reserve of 
1,200,000 rounds of shells and a few 
cases of cartridges. Near Athens there 
is a good powder factory, but the cart- 
ridges have to be imported, and there 
is an imperative demand for them. If 
is understood that many hundreds of 
thousands were ordered in Austria, but 
it is not known where they are, their 
transport being delayed by the Aus- 
trian government. The gun ammuni- 
tion is almost exhausted, and a Scotch 
foundry at the Piraeus has been or- 
dered to cast shells in haste.. 

“There are now in Athens 18,060 re- 
servists who have been called to the 
colors, and who are wandering in the 
streets in tattered civilian clothes. The 
government has no uniforms and 
clothes, and the government stores are 
without rifles. The government for a 
week past has been appealing to mer- 
chants to sell rifles, and 200,000 of the 
old Gras pattern, discarded by the 
French army and imported by specu- 
rators, are heing sold to members of 
the Ethnike Hetairia Society (National 
League) at about $1.87 each. It was the 
inability of the government to provide 
tifles for the recruits which led to the 
riot of Tuesday. 

“A French steamer brought a cargo 
of rifles and a mob seized a lighter full 
of weapons. On Tuesday a revolution 
seemed inevitable, the whole bay quar- 
ter being looted and the guard of the 
palace having heen requested to leave 
the barracks. Affairs were so serious 
that many officers from the warships 
at the Piraeus landed in plain clothes, 
but with uniforms in their portman- 
teaux. in order to be in readiness to 
disembark from the warships at a mo- 
ment’s notice. It is understood that 
the policy of the new government will be 
immediate peace on terms not too un- 
favorable. and it is further said that 
the King has already sounded his rela- 
tions among the sovereigns.” 


DIPLOMATIC SITUATION, 


Powers Are Ready to Mediate When- 


ever Requested. 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

ATHENS, May 3.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The diplomatic situation may be 
sufmmed up as follows: No request for 
mediation has been or will be addre-zsed 
by Greece to the powers until the Min- 
isters of War and Marine report upon 
the state of the Greek forces at 
Pharsala and elsewhere. The powers 
have not offered mediation, although 
they do not conceal the fact that a re- 
quest for intervention would be highly 
acceptable to them. 

A TURKISH FLAG OF TRUCE. 

LONDON, May 3.—A dispatch from 
Athens announces that Edhem Pasha 
has sent an officer with a flag of truce 
to Greek headquarters, asking an ar- 
mustice of five days. Another dispatch 
says it is again reported that 200 Bul- 
garian irregulars have crossed the fron- 
tier of Macedonia.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—SENATE. 
Aftera recess covering practically ten 
days, the Senaté mét today with 2 large 
accumulation of routine business and 
several important questions, including 
Senator Morgan's Cuban resolution, 
which was awaiting attention. The 
attendance was unusually large. 

Among the bills introduced was one 
by Senator Chandler of New Hamp- 
shire for an issue of ceriificates ‘of 
indebtedness up to $50,900,500 to meet 
the deficiency revenues. It was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee. 

A resolution by Mr. Pettus Ala- 
bama was agreed to, asking “the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury ‘vor information 
as to the amounts paid as drawbacks 
during the last ten vears. 

Senator Vest’s resolution § directing 
the Committee on Commerce to inves- 
tigate and report on the caruses of the 
Mississippi floods, was favorably re- 
ported from the Committee cn Con- 
tingent Expenses, Senator Gallinger of 
New Hampshire stating that it would 
be called up tomorrow. * 

The Cuban resolution was called up 
by Senator Morgan, who asked for a 
vote. Senator Hale of Maine, just re- 
turned, after an extended absence, de- 
sired time to prepare remarks. He 
assured Senator Morgan that there was 
no purpose to delay the resolution for 
the mere sake of delay. After preper 
debate, he said, it would be voted on, 
as he was as anxious as any one to 
have the resolution disposed of. 

Senator Morgan endeavored te havea 
day fixed for the vote, but there was 
an objection. 

The Alabama Senator said he had 
evidence in his possession showing that 
under the present policy of Gen. Wey- 
ler, Which, he declared, is one of star- 
vation, the people in the fnterior of 
the island are starving and naked. 
literally starving to death. It resulted: 
he said, from the orders herding the 
3efore 
the Senator from Maine was ready to 
speak, hundreds of people would starve 
to death. Mr. Morgan dec'zred that 
200 Americans were among those starv- 
ing at Matanzas. Under such circum- 
stances, if the Senators desired delay 
they must bear the responsibility, but 
he could not, in the sight of God, bear 
such a responsibility for a single day. 

Senator Hale replied briefly, saying 
he differed from Mr. Morgan as’ to 
the conditions prevailing in Cuba. And 
whatever the conditions were, thew 
could not be improved by the resolu- 
tion now offered, but would be ‘in- 
tensified. 

“I repeat there is no purpose to delay 
this resolution,” said Mr. Hale. “I will 
be ready for a vote: tomorrow if neces- 
sary, if other Senators are ready then: 
certainly very soon. There is no desire 
to turn the resolution aside.”” The res- 
olution then went over. 

A joint resolution by Mr. Chandler 
was agreed to without division, making 
immediately available $50,000 for the 
purpose of the International Postal 
Congress about to assemble here. 

At 12:45 o'clock the Senate went into 
executive session, on motion of Mr. Da- 
vis of Minnesota. The open session 
was resumed at 2 o'clock and the bil! 
known as the Free Homestead Bill was 
taken up. The \bill releases) settlers on 
public land acquired from Indians from 
the payments now required by law, and 
also gives free homesteads on  su¢h 
lands not now occupied. 

An amendment was offered by Mr. 
Morgan, giving all public lands not 
taken up by homestead éntry on Janu- 
ary 1, 1900, to the several States and 
Territories for educational purposes. 
Mr. Morgan's proposition aroused much 
opposition. Mr. Hawley of Connecticut

“We have made the liquor laws of 
South Carolina so as to benefit the poor, 
educate the children, reduce drunken- 
ness one-half, and shut up every bar- 
room in the State,’ responded Mr. Till- 
man. 

Mr. Morgan, somewhat ruffled, sald 
he would not have entered upon this 
subject if he had thought it would lead 
the Senator (Tillman) into such an in- 
toxicating strain. 

“I have been here a long time,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Morgan, “ and this is the 
first time a Senator has attemptef to 
take me off my feet by remarks per- 
sonally offensive, even though uttered 
in a spirit of levity and badinage.” 

After Mr. Morgan had discussed the 
merits of his amendment, Mr. Tillman 
disclaimed any purpose to speak flip- 
pantly or discaurteously to Mr. Mor- 
gan, or take him off his feet. This 
closed the incident. Mr. Morgan finally 
withdrew his amendment in order not 
to embarrass him. 

An agreement was then reached that 
a final vote on the bill be taken at 3 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon.

HOUSE.—Joseph B. Showalter, re- 
cently elected to represent the Twenty- 
fifth Pennsylvania District to fill the 
place of J. J. Davidson, deceased, took 
the oath of office today. 

Mr. Baltey of Texas presented a reso- 
lution that the Nelson Bankruptcy 
Bill, recently passed by the Senate, be 
taken up by the House Monday, May 
10, and considered until disposed of. 
He asked unanimous consent for the im- 
mediate consideration of the resolution. 
Mr. Brewster (Rep.) objected. 

Mr. Simpson of Kansas rose to a 
question of personal’ privilege, and 
sent to the clerk’s desk to be read an 
extract from the New York Mail and 
Express, accusing him of being an ob- 
structionist and predicting he would be 
pulverized under the Speaker's trip- 
hammer. 

There Was a stack of newspaper clip- 
pings on Mr. Simpson's desk, which, it 
apeared, he was determined to have 
read, but Mr. 
Mr. Simpson had not raised any ques- 
tion of privitege. Speaker Reed said 
it would be an unsatisfactory doctrine 
that a member could consume the 
time of the house with innumerable 
newspaper clippings, and incidentally 
remarked that it was evident that 
newspaper attacks “do. not impair the 
gentleman's usefulness.” 

This comment seemed to anger the 
Kansas representative, who began to 
declare loudiy that he was not ob- 
structing legislation, and that he pro- 
posed fo show who was obstructing it. 
Again Mr. Dingley sought to cut him 
off, but Mr. Simpson characterized the 
Maine leader as “one of the dependents 
of plutocracy”’ who “was hastening to 
defend the interests of his friends.’’ 

Mr. Reed warned Mr. Simpson that 
he could not defend himself by attack- 
ing another, to which the latter replied 
that he must defend himself however 
he could. He was proceeding to as- 
sert that the Speaker omstructed legis- 
-lation by refusing to appoint the com- 

mittees when Mr. Reed threw down 
the gauntlet to him. ; 

“If the gentleman will present to the 
House a proposition that the Speaker 
has been derelict in his duties in not 
appointing the committees,” said the 
Speaker, seeming for the first time this 
session to be angered by Mr. Simpson's 
attack, “or if he will even put it in 
the shape of a request that the chair 
appoint the committees and the elouse 
sustains his contention, the chair will 
appoint the committees.” 

For a moment challenge and retort 


flew thick and fast between the 
Speaker and his opponent, the irate 


Populist charging upon the Speaker, 
and Mr. Reed punctuating his attack 
with the demand: “Will the gentle- 
man present the resolution?” 

Mr. Eteed said that since the matter 
had taken such form he would put it 
to the House whether Mr. Simpson had 
raised any question of personal privi- 
lege. The House decided by a vote of 
35 to 94 that Mr. Simpson had not, 
whereupon Mr. Simpson subsided.

TARIFF AGREEMENT. 
Senator Allison Arrives at an Un- 
derstanding with the Democrats. 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Senator Al- 
lison, chairman Of the Republican com- 
mittee which is preparing the Tariil 
Bill for the Senate, had a conference 
today with the Democratic members of 
the Finance Committee and arranged 2 
| programme for getting the bill into the 
Senate, 

According to the agreement the bill 
will be reported to the full committée 
tomorrow if the Republicans find the) 
- desire to hold it no larger, and will 
t passed on to the Senate as soon 
as the Republicans make it manifest 
“that they have a majority favorabie 
to its being reported. 

Senator Allisem renewed his effort to 
secure consent te having the bili re- 
ported after tomorrow's meeting, with- 
out conditions, but the Democrats 
would only agree not to insist upon 
holding the bill in committee for de- 
tallied inspection, after the Republicane 
had shown that they had a clear ma- 
jority in the committee favorable to the 
bill. Senator Allison accepted these 
terms. 

This arrangement will throw the re- 
sponsibility for deciding the length of 
time the bill shall be held upon Sena- 
tor Jones of Nevada, who holds the 
balance of power, The indications are 
that he will not lend himself to any 
prolonged consideration of the bill in 
committee, He practically said as 
much to his friends. The Democrats 
expect the bill to be held in committee 
two or three days. After it is reported 
it wi) be allowed to lie on the table ten 
days or two weeks. 

TAX ON BEER. 

CHICAGO, May 3.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says that 
an additional tax of 50 cents a barrel 
on beer was voted into the Senate 
Tariff Bill last night by the Repub- 
lican sub-committee. Whether the 
item will stay until the bill gets into 
the Senate is, not altogether certain. 
Senators Aldrich, Allison and Wolcott 
prepared for an all-night session in 
the hope of getting the measure ready 
to report to the Finance Commitiee, 
but along toward midnight they de- 
clared they could not hope “to make 
a report before Tuesday... Meanwhile 
they voted upon the beer tax. The 
present rate of $1 a barrel and the ad- 
ditional 50 cents, will bring the treas- 
ury about $17,000,000 annually on the 
present rate of consumption. This in- 
crease in revenue will not entail a 
dollar for additional expense for col- 
lection. The beer tax is now a part 
of the bill. 

Lower rates on lumber and wool are 
there also, as well as a tariff on 
hides, and a reduction of the internal 
revenue tax on spirits. The sugar 
schedule is substantially the same as 
that in the Dingley Btll so far as re- 
sults are concerned, but will make 
changes in phraseology and in the 
relative taxation of low-grade and off- 
color sugars. Judging from the amount 
of work ahead of them last night, the 
committee will be lucky if they re- 
port the bill next Tuesday. * 

The treasury figures for the month 
just ended confirm Chairman. Dingley’s 
statement made a few days ago that 
there is likely to be nearly a year’s sup- 
ply of foreign goods in the country 
when the ‘new tariff goes into effect. 
While the retroactive clause of the 
Dingley Bill probably, prevented some 
of the new contracts, it did not reduce 
the amount of goods drought in during 


April, as compared with the preceding 
month. That clause of the bill provided 
that the new rates of duty should apply 
upon all gbods coming in after April 
1, which had been purchased prior to 
that date. This, of course, permitted 
all goods contracted for ordered prior 
to April 1 to come in under the Wilson 
law rates, and left it largely in the 
hands of the importers to indicates by 
their own statements whether goods 
coming in after April 1 had been pur- 
chased or ordered prior to that date. 
Some of the importers have also clung 
to the belief that this feature of the 
bill would fail to pass the Senate, es- 
pecially in view of recent publications 
so indicating, whle others have chosen 
to take the risks upon being required 


The result of these conditions is that 
the total impertations of foreign goods 
have jumped ‘gm $50,000,000 In August, 
1896, to $80.000,000 last month. The most 
notable increase has come from non- 
dutiable articles which importers know 
will soon have to pay duty. The im- 
portations of this class of goods has 
jumped from $21,000,000 In August, 1896, 
to $45,000,000 in April, 1897. 

DUTY ON HIDES. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—There is de- 
termined opposition on the part of a 
number of eastern Senators to the 
proposition to place hides on the duti- 
able list. This movement has taken 
definite shape. It is led by Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts and Senator 
Frye of Maine. 

There have been frequent interviews 
with the sub-committee with the hope 
of prevailing upon them to alter their 
decision.

THE PITTSBURGH FIRE. 


A MASS OF BLACKENED RUINS IN 
THE SMOKEY CITY. 


One Fireman Killed and Four Others 
Injured—Three Million Dollars’ 
Worth of Property Destroyed. 
Revised List of the Losses, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

PITTSBURGH, May 3.—The most dis- 
astrous fire that has visited Pittsburgh 
since 1845, except during the riots of 
1877, destroyed $3,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty last night, probably resulting in 
one death and injury to four persons. 
The wholesale grocery establishment 
of Thomas C. Jenkins and the mam- 
moth retail store of Joseph Horne & 
Co, are total ruins. There remains of 
the first only jagged patches of walls, 
here and there towering in blackened 
Pinnacles, and of the latter, only a 
reat naked framework built of struc- 
tural iron, which would not fall, but 
stripped of walls and floors and fes- 
tooned cnly with draggling spreads of 
blackened strips of timber, crinkled 
pieces of sheet-iron and twisted rods 
and wires. The burnt section extends 
from Fifth avenue to Cecil alley, on 
Pennsylvania avenue, and from Cecil 
avenue to Fifth avenue on Liberty 
street, covering several acres.

The fire broke out, no one knows 
how, about midnight in the wholesale 
grocery building of Jenkins & Co., 
and burned with great fury until 4 
o’clock this morning. The insurance 
has not yet been figured, bu} must 
surely exceed $1,500,000. 

Fireman Atkinson’s mangled remains 
were taken from the ruins this morn- 
ine. George Thomas and the other 
missing firemen have turned up. The 
injured men will recover.

Thirteen Hundred Men Out—Other 
Trades Involved.

GERMAN AGRARIANS AROUSED 
OVER THE DINGLEY BILL. 


Their Leader in the Reichstag Aske 
the Government What it is Go- 
ing to Do About It, 


A TBADE EMBARGO HINTED AT. 


RUSSIA TO BE GIVEN PREFERENCE 
AS AGAINST AMERICA. 


Obstacles to be Placed in the Way 


of Imports from the United 
States—Danger to German 
Commerce, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

BERLIN,May 3.—{By Atlantic Cable.] 
—In the Reichstag today Count von 
Kanitz, the Agrarian leader, interpel- 
lated the government on the subject of 
the proposed United States tariff. He 
asked if the government wished to con- 
tinue the existing agreement and said 
the Dingley Bill implied less increase 
of .American customs revenue than 


the successive expulsion of Eu- 
ropean imports from American 
markets. Continuing, he remarked: 


“The industry most prejudiced is the 
German sugar trade. We exaggerate 
‘the consequence to ourselves of abro- 
gating the treaty, but we would give a 
preference to Russian against Ameri- 
can trade, place obstacles in the way 
of importation of maize, bacon, hams, 
fuusages and cotton from the United 
States, and the government, it is hoped, 
will take such measures as will tend 
to the advantage to our industry, com- 
merce and agriculture and of the whole 
country.”* [Cheers from the right.] 

Baron Marschal von Bieberstein, Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, replying, said 
that as the new United States tariff 
was still in suspense, he would confine 
his remarks to the measure of the im- 
perial Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, to 
counteract the danger which threatened 
Gcrman trade, adding: “But I cannot 
unroll a picture and show how matters 
will shape themselves, if the decision of 
the United States House of Represen- 
tatives becomes law.” 

After a historical review of the de- 
velopment of Germany’s politico-com- 
mercial relations with the United 
States, he continued: “It is true that 
no treaty exists between the United 
States and the German empire. There 
are, however, treaties of former times 
with individual German States, espe- 
cially that of 1828 with Prussia. he 
latter has repeatedly appealed to both 
sides in the question of its validity and 
scope, but the matter has never been 
thoroughly discussed between the tw» 
countries. The Federal governments 
have always acted on the legal prin- 
ciple of the right and duties of such 
treaties passed by the German em- 
pire. After the foundation of the em- 
pire the validity of the treaty of 182s 
Was expressively’ recognized by both 
parties, inasmuch as thereunder rights 
claimed anc obligations ful- 

e 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs 
then cited instances in support of his 
observations. He further said .that 
when in 1885 the imperial council is- 
sued a notification concemming' the 
Spanish commercial treaty with the 
United States, Sweden and Denmark 
were included in the list as most fa- 
vored nations. When doubt was ex- 
pressed as to whether the United States 
was one of those nations, Prince Bis- 
marek declared the question must be 
answered in the affirmative, because of 
the existence of the special treaties 
with the individual states which could 
not be separated from the’ empire. 
Germany, he continued, had subse- 
quently obtained recognition of her 
rights in the United States by virtue 
of the Prussian treaty; for instance, 
in 1884, in connection with the Dingley 
Shipping Act. 

He also recalled the fact that when 
the United States was upon the point 
of concluding a treaty with 
granting exemptions from duty on 
sugar from Porto Rico, Prince Bis- 
marck demanded that the exemption 
be extended without delay to Germany. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs then 
explained that there were precedents 
on the side of the United States. The 
latter at the time of the negotiations 
relative to the Dingley Shipping Act, 
did not raise the objection that. the 
Prussian treaty was nbdt still in force. 
The United States had also made rep- 
resentations in 1884 on account of al- 
leged injury done by German railroad 
tariffs to American petroleum for the 
benefit of Russian petroleum. Upon 
that occasion the United States Min- 
ister, in a note to the Foreign Office, 
referred to the existence of the most- 
favored relationship, by virtue of the 
treaty of 1828, and added that the 
treaty was particularly applicable 
against any kind of differentia] treat- 
ment in the way of taxation or im- 
posts from one government to the det 
riment of the other. : 

Tne Minister of Foreign Affaira did 
not think Count von Kanitz was right 
in uscriling al] the fluctuafions of Ger- 
man-Awerican trade to the taritf 
isiation. In the sneaker’s opinion the 
“fretful changes which have peculiarly 
characterized American econogaic life, 
have a greater effect on trade.”

CARSON (Nev.,) May 3.—An anxious 
throng of spectators gathered in the 
United States Circuit Court this morn- 
ing to hear the testimony of witnesses 
in the*Heney case. Trenor Coffin was 
the first witness. He stated that when 
the suit was brought Heney told him 
in the prison that he would be willing 
to join with the attorneys in refusing 
%>o testimony which he is now giving. 
* Wattorney Woodburn also said that 
three weeks ago Heney never disputed 
his claim. and that the first intimation 
given to him of the $500 was in court 
Saturday. Woodburn said that he made 
the contract with Mrs. Heney for $200 
and expenses, and that he never spoke 
to them on the question of salary. On 
the night the transfers were made, the 
prisoner assigned the mortgages in full 
fot salary, and the only qualification 
placed on them was when he said: “If 
you realize the $6200 you will never see 
Mary (his wife) want?’’ Woodburn re- 
plied no, but contended that the prop- 
erty was not worth more than half the 
face value. At one time, before either 
trial. witness was discharged by his 
client, and consented to receive $1000 
for services up to date, and after be- 
ing re@mployed charged $2000, as at

Sheriff Kinney corroborated Wood- 
burn, saying that Heney had told him 
that he was to pay the attorney $2000 
and costs, but the Sheriff admitted that 
he kept secret on Saturday the fact 
that after the two attorneys had de- 
parted on the night of the transfer, 
Heney said: “You understand, Kinney, 
Woodburn is to take $2000 and Coffin

I will hold the case open that at any 
time I may introduce witnesses who 
will tend to shed light on this affair.”

The Government Will Squelich Any

All Parts of the State Sending Up 
a Cry for Rain.

SACRAMENTO, May 3.—The follow- 
ing crop summary is issued by the 
State Agricultural Society in coépera-. 
tion with the climate and crop service 
of the Weather Bureau, J. A. Barwick, 
section director: 

“The average temperature for the 
week ending Monday, May 3, was: For 
Eureka, 50 deg.: Fresno, 64: Los An- 
geles, 80; Red Bluff, 66; Sacramento, 
62; San Francisco, 62; San Luis Obispo, 
58. and San Diego, 60. As compared 
with the normal temperature there 
slight heat deficiencies reported 

from Eureka, Fresno, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, while normal conditions 
prevail at Sacramento and San Diego, 
Red Bluff being the only place report- 
ing an excess of heat over.normal. 

“There were Slight rainfalis reported 
‘from Eureka, Los Angeles and San 
Diego, and none at any other points. 
As compared with the normal precipi- 
tation, there were deficiencies reported 
over the State ranging from .14 of an 
inch to .57 of an inch. From all por- 
tions of the State. go up the cry for « 
rain, more rain, as the ground is hard 
and spring sown grain short and hay 
will be a short crop. Prunes are re- 
ported dropping badly at all points, 
and estimates of that crop cannot to a 
certainty be given for several weeks 
hence. Apricots, peaches, cherries and 
pears are reported to be fair crops, al- 
though pears are reported suffering 
from blight.

Having the in- 
truder at ner mercy, Miss McKinney 
picked it up by the-neck, swung it 
over her head a couple of times and 
then threw it back into Floether’s 
yard. Mrs. Floether, who was a wit- 
ness to all this, notified her husband, 
and he caused Miss McKinney's ar- 
rest. 

After all these things had been told 
in court today, Miss McKinney con- 
fided to Judge Joachimsen that in 
striking Floether’s chicken she had 
acted in self-defense—the chicken had 
attacked, her first. Thinking herself in 
imminent danger of great bodily harm, 
she had grappled with her assailant 
and had fought him to the death. 
Judge Joachimsen dimisssed the case.

FRIENDS TOOK CARE THAT NO 
GORE WAS, SPILLED. 


The Revolwers Were Loaded with 
Blank Cartridges and Then the 
Angry Principals Shot the 
Air Fall of Holes.

CHICAGO, May 3.—A duel was 
fought at the entrance to Washington 
Park last evening, which might have 
resulted fataily for one of the princ.- 
pals had not the seconds icaded the 
revolvers used with blank cartridges. 

W. L. King, son of a noted lawyer 
who died some time ago, and Col. 
Jeremiah Busk, a veteran of the Con- 
federate navy who fought on board 
the Merrimac, faced each other’ in 
what they supposed to be mortal com- 
bat at the Fifty-eighth-street entrance 
of the park. Those present were E. 
hi. Kelly, F. D. Gallagher, Waite 


Deavitt, who was Col. Busk’'s second, 


and R. D. Evans, who was second 
for King. All live at Hotel Lansing, 
No. 1°3 Adams etreet, and a warm al- 
tercation took place there between 
Busk and King last night, In which 
ihe iie was given by the former. 
King did not offer to resent the in- 
sult, on account of Busk’'s age. where- 
upon the laiter, declaring that weapons 
would put them on the same foofing, 
threw down the gauntlet and invited 
King to meet him this morning at 
Hammond, tnd., or any other place out- 
side of Illinois. King accepted, and 
friends occupied the day trying to ar- 
range an amicable settlement of the 
difficulty. Neither of the princi»als 
would listen to anything short of a 
meeting. The seconds finally let them 
have their own way, but took steps 
to avert danger. Thirty-eight caliber 
revolvers were chosen for the encounter 
and the seconds took good care to lay 
in a atock of blank cartridges to fit. 
The duelling party about 3 o'clock 
made its way to the secluded spot. Only 
two men present knew that blank 
cartridges were going to be used, and 
they succeeded in maintaining straight 
faces throughout the trying prelim- 
inaries. A surgean was present with an 
omirnous-looking case of instruments. 
The men took their places at fifteen 
paces and the signal to fire was the 
dropping of a handkerchief. Both re- 
sponded simultaneous to the signal and 
continued firing, as arranged, until their 
pistols were empty. Neither had 
dropped, and each demanded to know 
what the nistols were loaded with. The 
seconds approached them explained the 
substitution of the blank shells and 
argued that their honor had been satis- 
fied in a perfectly manly way, and 
there should be a reconcilation. This 
was effected after a little further con- 


ference, and all the parties to the affair 


returned to the city.

A TRAMP’S LUCK. 


Jacob Loesing Left Thirty-eight 

Thousand Dollars by His Unele.

NEW YORK, May 3.—This story has 
to do with one Jacob Loesing, a tramp 
who ran away from his home in Havre, 
France, when he was a little boy of 16, 
and who has just been left $28,000 by a 
rich uncle who died. 

The.man was taken to a lawyer's of- 
fice, nine months ago, to be examined 
as a witness in an assault case. In the 
course of the examination these facts 
were brought out. The man was Jacob 
Loesing. He was born in Havre, France. 


His uncle, who conducted a large flour | 


business at Havre, took charge of him 
and sent him to a boarding school. 
When the boy was 16 years old he ran 
away from school, went to Paris, mas- 
tered the English language, earned a 
little money, made his way to Liver- 
pocl and came to this country on a 
cattle steamer. Finding it @vas neces- 
Sary to work, even in America, the 
runaway went west and obtained a po- 
sition as porter in a hotel somewhere in 
Iowa. 

Jacob next drifted to San Francisco. 
There, sad to relate, the wanderer was 
compelled to serve eighteen months in 
San Quentin penitentiary, accused of 
having broken into a Chinese laundry. 
When liberated he came to New York. 
All this Jacob told the lawyer. 

The latter at first did not place much 
confidence in the man’s story, but after 
giving it careful consideration he de- 
cided that there might be some truth 
in it. So he wrote to a counsellor at 
Havana and received the reply that 
Jacob’s rich uncle had died several 
months ago, leaving an estate valued 
at $38,000. It wads only necessary for 
Loesing to go there and prove his iden- 
tity. Money needed for expenses would 
be advanced. But Loesing cannot be 
found.

The Porte also demies that 
members of the Anglo-Armenian So- 
ciety have been invited to come to 
Constantinople to discuss reforins with 
the government.”’

Serious rioting is reported from San 
Luis province, and the government has 
sent troops there to preserve order.

BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 
Costa Rica Sending Troops to the 
Nicaragua Frontter. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 
NEW YORK, May 3.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Panama says a corre- 
spondent in Costa Rica telegraphs that 
the government is preparing to send 
immediately 2000 men to the Nicaraguan 
frontier pending a decision in the boun- 

dary dispute. 

It is said that President Zelaya of 
Nicaragua now has several. thousand 
troops stationed on the frontier. Of 
these, 400 are scattered in small groups 
between the frontier towns. In San 
Juan there are 150 men, 200 more in 
Chinandega, and a like number in Leon. 
Savas is being strengthened by several 
hundred soldiers. All this activity may 
or may not result tn hostilities. 

Nicaragua in her action is dominated 
by a fear that there will be an inva- 
sion, as government officials have re- 
ceived private advices stating that a 
movement of that kind is being pushed 
forward. The leaders, it is said, are 
men who have been exiled from Nica- 
ragua. 

Costa Rica, on the other hand, in 
view of the present strained relations 
with Nicaragua, is merely sending her 
troops to the front so that if there is 
any trouble there will be no delay in 
strengthing her defenses. 

The commission which now has the 
boundary dispute under consideration is 
composed of two engineers, one ap- 
pointed by Nicaragua, one by Costa 
Rica and a third commissioner, E. : 
Alexander of South Carolina, who Was 
appointed by President Cleveland. 


THE ARBITRATION TREATY. 


Senator Teller Tella Why He is Op- 
posed to It. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

DENVER, May 3.—Senator Henry M. 
Teller, who is paired on the arbitra- 
tion treaty, expressed himself very 
freely against that measure in an in- 
terview with a reporter for the Asso- 
ciated Press. While declaring himself 
in favor of the peaceful settlement of 
international disputes, he denied that 
a special treaty was necessary to pro- 
vide for it. He declared that the pro- 
posed arbitration treaty was very 
faulty. He questioned whether the 
Senate could legally surrender one of 
its constitutional prerogatives, and said 
few Senators believed that it was wise 
to do .o if it were possible. 

In conclusion, he said: “Great Brit- 
ain will not go to war with us unless it 
appears to her to be to her interest to 
do so, and no one acquainted with the 
history of that country for the last 200 
years can ‘elieve that a treaty would 
stand in the way of war if her interests 
could be secured by war. Juat now, if 
we can believe Gladstone, England has 
surrendered to the two youthful des- 
pots, the Emperor of Germany and the 
Emperor of Russia, and that her moral 
and political influence is being actively 
used to keep down the movement for 
liberty in Crete, and we may add for 
the purpose of maintaining that blot 
on the civilization of the age, the 
Turkish government, because some of 
the citizens of that country hold Turk- 
ish bonds. I do not care to lend the 
moral support of the United States to 
aid her in her efforts to suppress a 
people struggling for free goverenment, 
whether they be Cretans or Greeks, or 
to enable: her to collect her Turkish 
bonds.”’

HE early days of May will see 
an actual beginning in the coh- 
struction of the new Hast River 
bridge, which is to jivin the two 
principal sections of Greater New York 
and to become the twWin of the present 
Brooklyn bridge. Within the next few 
days the first of the huge caissons 
Which are to be used in bullding the 
foundations of the. bridge piers will be 
towed into position, and the work of 
erecting the piers will begin. It has | 
taken a long time for the work to reach |

no progress was made until 1895, when 
the task of building the bridge was un-

Mr. Buck, the chief engineer of the 
new bridge, may be called a hridge| 
expert. any rate, several of the | 


greatest engirfering triumphs of recent 
years in bridge construction were | 
planned by him, and he is to be 
classed well up among the half-dozen ° 
men who are the leaders «f American) 
engineers in this line of work. 
AMERICA EXCELS IN 
BUILDING. 


In this statement the word America 
might just as well be replaced by “the 
world,” for it is a fact that in the es- 
sential points of economy, lightness and 
up-to-date construction, Americans lead 
the world in building bridges. Besides 
the great spans already built in this 
country across the East River, the Ni- 
agara, the Ohio and the Mississippi, 
American firms and American engineers 
have constructed giant bridges in Mex- 
ico, Australia and several South Ameri- 
can countries, including Peru, where is 
probably the highest bridge in the 
world, In a number of these enterprises, 
both at home and abroad, Mr. Buck has | 
been the engineer, and it is safe to say | 
that there is no man better fitted to 
speak with authority on the subject 
than he. When asked recently to de- 
scribe the construction of a great bridge 
from the engineer’s point of view, Mr. 
Buck said: 

“The building of an immense bridge 
must be locked upon as 

AN ENGINEERING FEAT, 
rather than as a settled business, such, 
for example, as the erection of sky- 
scrapers. The reason fer this is véry 
evident. In putting up buildings, the 
eonditions under which the work must 
be done vary but little, and new prob- 
lems once worked out are settled for 
g00d and all. In bridge building, on 
the other hand, one never has the same 
conditions twice over, and the engi-

neer’s task becomes one of adaptabil- | 


ity, while fresh and perplexing difficul- 
ties must be met and overcome at every 
hand. Still, the general plan of pro- 
cedure is in all cases much the same. 
“To begin with, in any given under- 
taking there are certain fixed conditions 
and requirements that cannot be de- 
parted from. The bridge is to be he- 
tween certain points: therefore, it must 
be of such and such a length. It is to 
carry a certain estimated amount of 
traffic; to have so many tracks, drives 
and pathways. That practically de- 
cides its width. It -is to be cantilever 
or suspension, as seems most feasible 
under the existing conditions: that set- 
tles the general style of construction. 
“With these conditions as the basis

to the foot of Delancey street, New 
York, and when it is located on the ex- 
act site where the pier foundation is to 
stand. workmen will begin erecting the 
masonry foundation on its top, the 
weight causing it to sink in the water. 
At this spot the water is only 20 feet 
deep, so that the caisson will rest on 
the ground as soon as it is submerged. 
But the bedrock on which the founda- 
tion must rest is 60 feet below, and the 
intervening mud and sand for an area 
as large as that of the caisson must all 
be removed. ‘This is done by the util- 
ization of compressed air. As the huge 
box gradually sinks in the water under 
the weight of the stone work piled upon 
strong pumps force air into 
working chamber through tubes pro- 
vided for the purpose, forcing the water 


out. Then workmen descend through 
an elevator passage, which runs up 
through the caisson. At the bottom 


they find a large workroom, lighted by 
electricity, and having telephone con- 
nection with the Outside world. As 
they shovel up the earth from beneath 
their feet they place it Mm the mouth of 
a blower, which is simply a tube -ex- 
tending up to the surface, and the 
presure of the air caries it up through 
the tube. With these -conveniences the 
bottom of a river bed is not-a ad 
place in which to work. The greatest 
drawback is from the great air pres- 
sure, which increases as the depth be- 
comes greater. 
IMPOSSIBLE TO BE 

The increased pressure is about one- 
half pound for each foot of depth, or 
about two atmospheres at the depth of 
60 feet. The first effect of the great 
amount of oxygen in thlg artificial at- 
mosphere is to make the men unusually 
active, so that even a lazy man will 
feel invigorated and will make his 
shovel fly rapidly. For this very rea- 
son, however, they can work for short 
hours only, and they are subject to a 
peculiar affection knownasthe “cais- 
son disease,” but which the workmen 
themselves describe as “the bends.” 

When the rock foundation is reached, 
the rock is blasted and sm: othed away 
until a level surface is obtained. Then 
the workmen fill the room in which they 
have been employed with concrete, and 
the column of masonry, which has been 
kept level with the water's surface, 
gives a solid and continuous foundation, 
on Which the bridge proper will rest. 

TOWERS OF STEEL. 

In the present Brooklyn bridge this 
masonry is continued for the whole 
hight of the towers, but. in the new 
bridge the towers will be of steel. The 
latter egnstruction has many advan- 
tages. For instance, in the present 
bridge the towers each weigh five times 
as much as all the rest of the bridge, 
while in the new bridge the towers will 
weigh only about the same as the main 
Span, although they will be .60 feet 
higher than those of the old struc- 
ture. These towers will be built of 
Steel plates and angles and will rest 
on the masonry piers just described, 
Which will stand 23 feet above high 
Water. Steel is cheaper than masonry, 
ico, and less time is required for 
erection. Ii may be remarked 

ere that the substitution of steel for 
stone is an American development and 
that for this reason American bridges 
are the lightest and cheapest in the 
world. 

At the tops of the steel towers will 
be sliding saddles, over which the four 
great cables which are to sustain the 
bridge will pass. These great wire ropes 
will be 18 inches in diameter, three 
inches larger than those in the present 
bridge. Each one of them will contain 
68,000 separate wires, each 3-16 of an 
inch in diameter. Together they will 
have a sustaining power of 68.000 tons, 
or 2% tons for each wire. .It would be 
Impossible to transport one of these 
huge cables after it is put together, so 
the strands that go to make up;each 
one are made and tested seperately at 
the factory, and then strand by strand 
they are strung across from plier to 
pier and fastened together . : 


of his calculation, the engineer sets to 
work to figure out his plans. Since 
the bridge is to he suspended by huge 
cables, he decides what is, to his mind, 
the deflection of the cables, or ‘‘versed- 
sine,’ that will give the greatest firm- 
ness, durability and sustaining power. 
The answer to this question has its ef- 
fect on the annearance of the com- 
pleted structure, For example, in the 
new East River’ bridge the cable loop

in themselves, but they must also be 
strongly anchored.

will fall away from the towers more 
sharply than in the old Brooklyn!

feet high to get the proper deflection. 
The next point to settle is the carrying 
load of the cables. Having fixed upon 
a certain form of steel construction for 
the platform of the bridge, the weight 
per foot of the supended superstructure 
can easily be determined. Then a cer- |: 
tain live load is assumed from the best | 
obtainable estimates, and, with these | 
two factors, the necesary sustaining | 
power of the cabies is settled. Of 
course, in making these estimates ev- 
erything is taken into account, such as 
the effect of the temperature on the 
cables, and a margin is allowed, as in 
all these estimates. 

“Having advanced to this point, it 
is possible to determine how much 
weight wilk come on the towers, and 

is settles the important question of 

ow much foundation is necessary. 
The size of the anchorages is deter- 
mined by the pull of the cables, and 
with anchorages and foundations com- 
pleted your bridge is done.” 

Although the rearing of an immense 
bridge sounds a simple matter under | 
this modest description, it is in reality 
a most stupendous and difficult under- 
taking. 
THOUSANDS OF MILES OF WIRE. | 

Perhaps an idea of its extent may | 
be obtained from the statement that 
the masonry in the piers would build 
a large church; that the steel in the | 
towers of the new bridge would build ! 
three miles of elevated ra:iroad, and | 
that the wire in the great cables, if 
stretched out in a single line, would 
reach almost around the glone. 

In the actual work of vons'ruction the 
order followed by the engincer is re- 
versed. The foundations anl anchor- 
ages are first built. The work of buiid- 
ing the foundations is in itself highly 
interesting, since the work must be 
carried on many feet under water. 
HOW THE FOUNDATIONS ARE 

LAID. 

To tunnel to bedrock beneath the 
mud or sand at the bottom of a river 
seems a difficult matter, but in real- 
ity it is comparatively safe 1nd simple. 
It is done by. means of caissons, which, 
if not originally designed by Ameri- 
cans, have been so greatly improved 
by our. engineers that they may be 
called atAmerican invention. In_ ap- 
pearance a caisson is simply a huge 
inverted dry g0o- ds tox of steel or | 
wood. Those which ate to be-used In | 
will be built of | 
timbers, stoutly braced to withstand 
high pressure. The cone that has al- 
ready been built is 76x60 feet and 19 
feet high. In its eonstruction some- 
thing like 400,000 feet of pine heve 
been used. and some acres of Georgia 
timber land have heen denuded to

They will 
be of masonry, 100x150 feet, and to- 


' gether will weigh 160,000 tons, or thir- 


teen times as much as the main span 
of the bridge itself. The cables will be 
secured to them by plates and pins in 
the strongest possible manner. 

Next to these essential features, the 


most striking thing about the new 
bridge will be the great stiffen- 
ing trusses which will extend from 
pier to pier and will be of steel, 
forty-five feet high. Their ~ob- 
ject is to ‘make ‘the bridge rigid 


and to keep it from swaying as it would 
if left entirely to the cables. The su- 
perstructure of the bridge will be 
united to these trusses by a double sys- 
tem of bracing from above and below, 
and will‘make the whole structure very 
firm. The floor itself, on which: will 
rest the two elevated railroad.tracks, 
the four surface car tracks, the carriage 
ways and the foot paths, which alte- 
s#ether make the bridge 118 feet wide, 
will, of course, be made of steel girders 
and plates. | 

To show the attention required ty 
seemingly unimportant details it may 
be well to note the precautions taken 
against damage by the wind: What is 
called wind pressure is to be resisted 
by joining the cables in the center and 
by a double system of latera! bracing. 
An allowance of sé€veral hundred 
pounds is made also for the “wind load” 
of the bridge. The great width of the 
new bridge will be a considerable, pro- 
tection against wind, but some other 
Suspension bridges have heen greatly 
wrecked by great 
Changing atmospheric 
conditions, temperature, etce.—in fact, 
everything that could possibly affect 
the bridge in a way—is provided for 
with equal caf. 

A MODEL BRIDGE. 

When the new bridge is completed, 
it will be the model of its kind. It 
-Will not be so long as the Great Fortn 
bridge in Scotland; in fact, its !-neth 
will be nearly the same as that of the 
present Brooktyn bridge, but it 
have certain improvements on oth of 
these.

about $3000, paying interest annually | 
and the deferred payments when the | 
prospective orchard had come into 


bearing. 

Now there is nothing startling in the 
proposition. It is very ordinary, anl 
such transactions are frequently made. 
In fact many 2 deal has been made on 
a smaller margin. Sut it is interesting 
and profitable to look back over the re- 
sult of such transactions in the knowl- 
edge of sales made several years since. 

There is no reason why ranctl.ing 
should not be governed by the same 
business principles that are enforced in 
other undertakings, and we cannot 
imagine a man starting in a manufac- 
turing line with $1000 in cash when his 
factory would invoice $5009 and it weuld 
be necessary for him to work for five 
years before he could market his pro- 
duce. Such a proceeding in any other 
line of industry than farming would be 
dencunced by everybody aa foolhardy, 
and there is no reason why it is any 
less so in ranching. 

Taking scores of sales made on such 
a basis within our knowledge as a 
guide, we can see that at the lowest 
possible estimate the farmer must In- 
cur an additional indebtedness of at 
least $1000 to plant his ranch, and then 
for five years he must not only support 
his family by working for other men, 
in addition to caring for his own land, 
but he must pay interest on the indebt- 
edness to the amount of fully $400 per 
year. Under such circumstances it 
is almost inevitable that the interest is 
allowed to accumulate, and just about 
the time the orchard begins to bear, 
the man who holds the mortgage finds 
it a profitable thing for him to fore- 
elose, and at forced sale the ranch 
brings only enough to satisfy°the claim, 
and the man who has worked faithfully 
for four or five years loses the results 
of his work, and is turned adrift, poorer 
than when he began his ranching, not- 
withstanding that he and his family 
have deprived themselves of almost the 
necessities of life. 

This is no boom story: it is true; nor 
is it an attack on the fruit industry of 
California. It is simply a plain story 
of what has already occurred in hun- 
dreds of cases, and is due, not to a lack 
of fertility in California soil, but to 
the ignoring of the commonest of busi- 
ness methods. It seems to be the prev; 
alent opinion among newcomers that 
they can ignore business principles 
when they turn their attention to hor- 
ficulture. This is a lesson’ which it is 
to their interest and to the interest of 
the whole State that they should un- 
learn. 

Now this letter is evidently from an 
intelligent young man, and he undoubt- 
edivy has a charming young wife, and 
they would unquestionably be very de- 
sirable immigrants to California. It is 
hardly to be expected that this advice 
of an old codger will be heeded hy them 
in the least, however, as it is 60 much 
easier for them to believe more fanciful 
pictures given them by some interested 
person. But—the advice, unsolicited 
though it be, is given, nevertheless. 

And yet there is no intention of say- 
ing that the man with $1000 is not a de- 
sirable citizen. While I believe that it 
would be foolhardy for this young man 
to endanger his whole future life by the 
risk he proposes to assume, there are 
scores of opportunities which measure 
up to the size of his purse, and we old

In Defense of the Fiesta Workers. 


LOS’. ANGELES, May 3.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] There ap- 


pears to be a tendency in certain quar- 
ters to criticise and disapprove La 
Fiesta, and while honest criticism, 
based on facts, should not be dis- 
couraged, because by such comment de- 
fects are remedied and the attainment 
of a higher plane of excellence is fre- 
quently stimulated and encouraged, the 
adverse remarks and antagonistic ar- 
guments against our annual festival are 
apparently based upon such erroneous 


conclusions that for the benefit of 
some of my Bohemian friends I wish 
to state a few facts concerning its 


history and management, as nearly as 
my mind serves me. 

It had its inception in the Merchante’ 
Association in 1894, and the members 
of that organization, which has since 
hecome one of the leading mercantile 
associations of Southern California, 
seeing the great advantages of adver- 
tisement combined with pleasure that 
the proposition presented, tock it up 
and successfully -initiated a carnival 
that has materially advanced the pros- 
perity and prestige of our.city. Their 
plan was to place the management of 
affairs in the hands of one man, aided 
and advised by a carefully-selected 
committee, ahd the remarkable suc- 
cess accomplished is ample evidence 
of their wisdom and ability.

The Western Growth. 

[San Francisco Call:] According te 
the local censuses taken in the various 
cities throughout the United States, 
there are only two with a population of 
over 40,000 that have doubled the num- 


ber of their inhabitants since the na-. 


tional census of 1890. Remarkably 
enough, both of these favored come- 
munities are on the Pacific Coast, one 
to the north of San Francjsco, and one 
e south. 

: ‘sm 1800 the population of Los Angeles 
was set down as 50,000. According to the 
local census of the present year, it ex- 
ceeds 100,000. The Herald avers that 
there is no padded directory estimate 
about this census, it having been “care- 
fully taken in the regular manner. 

In 1890 the number of people in Port 
land. Or., reached 40,000. In 1897 the 
census figures approach $1,900. Situ- 
ated almost midway between these two 
cities, San Francisco contains 359,000 in 
1897,an increase of 51,000 over the pop- 
ulation of 1890, which was given as 799,- 
000. . 

As a rule, the eastern cities show 
nothing like such gains as those of 
Portland and, Los Angeles, although 
some of them have inereased in about 
the same proportion as San Francisco. 
Plainly the tide of population is moving 
westward as rapidly, if not more rap- 
idly, than it ever did. The West being 
a newer development, there nattrally 
has been a gradual exodus from East 
to West ever since the said new devel- 
opment began. This gradual siifting ot 
population is about measurably repré- 
sented by San Francisco's gradual in- 
crease. In other words, San Francisco's 
growth just about represents the aver- 
age acquisition of the West from the 
East year by yeam Twenty years ago 
it’ represented much more than that, 
for then people were flocking to San 
Francisco for its individual twttractive- 
ness. or in answer to that magnetism 
which every freshly-growing city ex- 
erts and diffuses. It is under these 
conditions that Portland and Los An- 


geles are attracting population at an’ 


abnormal rate. Their increase repre- 
sents more than the average western 
acquisition from the East, as did the im- 
crease of San Francisco during its ab- 
normal period of growth of twenty 
years ago and longer. 

Of course, it is the same ‘vestern 
spirit, the same free enterpyise and un- 
tamed energy which makes Portland 
and Los Angeles so attractive to the 
quiet easterner that made San Fran- 
cisco likewise attractive in its early 
days of growth. The‘western spirit has 
by no means given out yet. San Frane- 
cisco has gradually assumed the metro- 
politanism and steadiness of the large 
eastern cities, those attributes com'ng 
naturally with growth and age and ma- 
turity. Her increase will no 'onger be 
in bounds and leaps, but will be steady 
and gradual, as a man broadens and 
develops, even after maturity. But Los 
Angeles, Portland, and the newer and 
smaller cities are still of the West, 
western, and will still grow in the old 
western style. We are glad indeed to 
witness the perpetuation of this spirit 
and the growth of it even in these days, 


sO many years after the halcyon days 


of °49. Portland and Los Angeles will 
develop) into great, steady metropolises, 
and will be followed by other cities with. 
that breezy, enterprising spirit to at- 
tract to the Pacific Coast the thousands 
and thousands of that class cf immi- 
grants who have been flocking here 
during the past fifty years. 

Supervising Architect Removed. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The resig- 
nation of William M. Aiken, supervis- 
ing architect, has been asked for by 
Secretary Gage. It is understood that 
the reasons are not political. 

The request today for the resignation 
of Mr. Aiken, has been anticipated for 
a week of more, although no official 
statement in regard to. the matter has 
yet been made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. It has been known that his 
work has not been satisfactory to Mr.

THE CITY WATER WORKS. 

Supplementing and elucidating the 
editorial on the water question pub- 
lished in True Times of yesterday, and 
making a slight correction as to one 
point, we desire to point out two per- 
tinent facts: 

That the original waterworks 
under consideration were the property 
of the city, not of the company, when 
the contract was entered into, as 
shown by the following extracts from 
that contract:

“That they [parties of the second 
part, water company] will, at the ex- 
piration of said period of thirty years, 
return the said waterworks to the 
said party of the first part, in good 
Order and condition, reasonable wear 
and damage by the elements excepted, 
upon the payment to them of the value 
of the impovements made aftcr the ap- 
proval of this contract.” 

2.) In its editorial of yesterday, THe 
Times used the following language: 

“First, however, we must know def- 
initely what the plant is worth. There 
is at present no evidence to show that 
the company has any intention of ask- 
ing more than that price.”

A. Waymire, son of Assemblyman 
Waymire of Alameda, was. selected 
for stenographer at a salary of $100 
per month. Dr. Hatch was authorized 
to notify the heads of the various hos- 
pitals that the new law is in operation. 


On that same day, the Sheriff of 
Fresno county started for the peni- 
tentiary with William A. Saunders, of 
that county, in his custody, and sen- 
tenced to a term of fourteen years for 
the crime of forgery. Just why Car- 
rere should be appointed to this posi- 
tion and Saunders consigned to the 
jute mill at San Quentin, is more than 
Tue Tives can imagine. He is cer- 
tainly uo better entitled to be known 
as “Jim the Penman” than the Reed- 
ley pedagogue, nor is he any smarter, 
because both of them got caught at 
their vile work. Besides, Saunders 
got $1400 for what he did, while Car- 
rere only got about $20. Hence, if 
chirographical ability is all thatis requi- 
site, the long-legged pedagogue should’ 
have the preference, because he is the 
better-educated man of twain.

AMERICAN SHEEP AND WOOL. | 
Foreign nations whose products find 
market in the United States have evi- 
dently come to the conclusion that 
they must “make hay while the sun 
Shines,” or the Dingley tariff will cost 
them something in the way of duties. 
Last week at the port of Boston alone, 
were received 61,000 bales of wool 
while the receipts of the same staple 
for the corresponding month of 1896 
were but 1130 bales. This is something 
of a difference, to be sure. 

Now, there isnothing improper or 
unjust in a duty upon wool. It is a 
staple produced by our own people, 
who wish to live as white people 
should live, and therefore they should 
not be asked to compete with the serf 
labor of the Asiatic steppes or the peon 
labor of the Argentine pampas. But 
great care must be taken not to place 
the duty so high as to engender an op- 
position to the tariff and bring about a 
return to free wool. There is no mod- 
eration in matters of this sort and the 
pendulum invariably swings to ex- 
tremes, 

The wool industry, at the first 
glance, does not seeni to have kept 
pace with the growth and expansion 
of other American industries, for we 
find a total of 38,298,783 head of sheep 
in all the States and Territories in 
1896, as against 38,991,912 head in 1868. 
But a closer inspection of the govern- 
meént statistics reveals the fact that 
we had something in excess of 50,000,- 
000 sheep in 1884, which fell off to 
47,273,553 in 1893 and to 45,048,017 in 
1894. Now we have 9,000,000 less than 
in 1893, which is ascribable to the fact 
that the low price of wool has, since 
that time, caused many sheep to be 
slaughtered for market which would 
have been kept for wool had not the 
price of that staple declined under the 
workings of the Wilson tariff. 

We produce, in round numbers, 275,- 
000,000 pounds of wool, and have im- 
ported in 1896 210,000,000 pounds. The 
world’s total product for 1896 was 
about 2,582,100,000 pounds, so that our 
product is only about one-tenth 
of the world’s aggregate yield. The 
output of wool in pounds for 1896 
showed as follows, taken from the re- 
ports of the national Department of 
Agriculture:

The increase of sheep in America 
has been very limited in ratio to the 
increase of the rest of the world dur- 
ing the past thirty years, but it must 
be remembered that North America 
is a great agricultural country, while 
Australia and South America are min- 
ing and pastoral countries rather than 
agricultural. Our expansion has there- 
fore been in the direction of the cere- 
als rather than of sheep or horned 
cattle. As a single instance of this, 
we may mention that the basin of the 
Columbia and its tributaries, east of 
the Cascade range of mountains, which 
shipped out no grain whatever in 1876 
.and only 3600 tons in 1878, now ex- 
ports over 60,000 tons of wheat and 
flour annually. The exports of fruit 
from Southern California, once purely 


| a pastoral region, have gone away up 


into the millions in value, so that the 
decadence of the wool interest in the 
Pacific States does not by any means 
imply a retrogression of the country. 
Thirty years ago the American wool 
product was barely 160,000,000 pounds, 
while now it is nearly 70 per cent. 
greater, which demonstrates beyond 
cavil that we are producing a much 
higher quality of sheep, for they have 
actually decreased in numbers, as 
shown by the government statistics, 
The fleeces are better as_a_result of 
the flocks being fed to hay during the 
winter months and being better cared 
for generally. Certainly it is not in 
disparagement of our flocks when the 
figures show that. we get 275,000,000 
pounds of wool from 693,129 head of 


Much of this excellence is to be as- 
cribed to the merino sheep industry 
which began in Vermont sixty years 
ago, and has since attained its great- 
est perfection in Ohio. 

It is the rapid increase of wool- 
growing in other parts of the world 
that is the greatest menace to this 
industry in America. The following 
table shows the increase in the 
world’s products of wool since 1860, 
given in pounds:

That is to say, while our own prod- 
uct has increased 70.per cent. in thirty 
years, the total product of the world 
has increased 250 per cent. It there- 
fore follows that the product of wool 
will increase to a greater extent un- 


The impor- 
tance of a steady duty cannot be too 
carefully considered by our national 
legislators.

handsomely given. This was espe- 
cially the case with the scene upon 
the doch at Suez, when the steamer 
Mongolia arrives and departs; the sut- 
tee fire scene, whereat the Princess 
Aouda is about to be cremated with 
the corpse of her late husband, and 
is rescued by the valiant globe-trotter 
against time and his American enemy; 
the scene at Kearney station, where a 
band of Indians swoop down on the 
travelers and capture the Princess-and 
her gsister, and are overpowered by 
the alroitness of the American, and 
the squad of soldiers; the fine scene 
on the steamer Henrietta which is a 
strikingly good bit of scenery, and 
the other features’ that go to make 
Verne’s story lifelike and realistic. 

As has been said, this play moves 
along on its own legs, and the acting 
is a. secondary matter. The Burbank 
company appears to quite good ad- 
vantage, though some of the dressings 
are badly out of drawing. For in- 
stance, one wonders jhhow an Indian

The long report of the Board of Edu- 
cation, .which was published in The 
Times of last Sunday. relative to the 
issuance of $337,900 of bonds for the 
construction of a new High School 
building, additions to the present: bujja- 
ings, purchase of sites, and for other 
needs of the public schools, which are 
now overcrowded, was then, read. Coun- 
cilman Nickell thought that if anvy- 
thing was to be done in the premises 
the matter should be considered at 
once, and he therefore moved that the 
matter he referred to the committee 
of the whole, and a special session of 
the Council be held this week. The 
Council, however,"decided to refer the 
entire matter to the Committee on 
Public Buildings, consisting of Coun- 
cilmen Mathuss, Toll, Baker, Grider ana 

utchison. 

The report of the Land Committee 
the following effect was adopted:

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

A report was received from City At- 
torney Dunn, accompanied by the draft 
of an ordinance granting to James C. 
Kays, who bid $5611 for the franchise. 
the right to construct a street railway 
over and along the following streets: 
Commencing at the intersection of 
Pasadena avenue and Daly street, 
thence southerly along Daly to Vallejo 
street, thence southerly across private 


property to Mozart street, thence along 
Daly street to Warren street, thence 
southerly from Warren street across 


private property to Mission raad. The 
ordinance was passed without dissent. 

Councilman Hutchison raised the 
point that a clause should be inserted 
in the franchise requiring the street 
railway in every case to obtain a per- 
mit from the Street Superintendent be- 
fore undertaking any street work. 
Councilman Nickell showed, however, 
that it was too late to amend the 
ordinance. It was therefore decided to 
pass the ordinance in the form §pre- 
sented, although it called for only 
fifty-two-pound rails, and offered no 
protection to the streets against the 
operations of the street railway com- 
pany.

Afternoon Session. 

‘The Council reassembled at 2 p.m. 
The following report of the City Attor- 
ney was presented: 

“In the matter of the communication 
of Joseph Gilbert in reference to the 
opening of an alley from Sixth to Sev- 
enth streets between Spring street and 
Broadway, I am of the opinion that Mr. 
Gilbert’s name should remain upon the 
protest, not as a matter of law, but be- 
cause this protest is only intended to 
express the wishes of the property- 
owners, and is not such a protest as is 
provided in street-improvement 
law. The Council has the authority to 
order street opening and widening to 
be done, even though all the properly- 
owners should protest. The purpose of 
the protest in this case being, therefore, 
only to ascertain the wishes of the peo- 
ple, Mr. Gilbert's protest should be 
considered with the others. It may not 
be out-of place for me to suggest at this 
time that in. view of the fact that Mrs, 
Clara B. Baker has today filed a with- 
drawal from the same protest, this 
withdrawal should be permitted as an 
expression of her wishes and the pro- 
test considered as if her name had 
never appeared thereon. 

“In the matter of the communica- 
tion from -R. L. Horton, Esq., with ref- 
erence to the télephone franchise not 
being properly advertised, I would ad- 
vise that the communication be filed, as 
the franchise was in the form asked for 
by petitioner, ana if the errors are fatal 
to the ordinance, the petitioner or other 
persons intending to bid will probably 
discover this before Monday next. The 
city has gone to all the expense which 
it can incur in the matter, and I see no 
objection to ellowing the bids to be 
opened next Monday. 

“T inclose herewith duplicate copies 
of a right-of-way agreement for a pipe 
line to drain water from Elysian Park, 
where the unemployed have recently 
been making improvements, into the 
zanja madre. This pipe line will cross 
land belonging to the Southern Pacific 
Compam,, and Fred Eaton, the engineer 
in charge, has procured from them a 
right-of-wav.- These copies are ap- 
proved by Mr. Eaton, and I would ad- 
.vise that your honorable body author- 
ize the Mayor to sign them at once in 
-behalf of the city. 

“According to your instructions, I 
herewith presént an ordinance amend- 
ing the fire ordinance removing the 
distance within which oil may be stored 
from 100 to fifty feet. 

“Also an ordinance regulating the 
use of the publie school grounds of the 
city. 

“Also an. ordinance ordering the 
work of and appointing commissioners 
for the opening and extending of Griffes 
street from its present southern term- 
ination southerly to Twenty-second 
street. 

“I inclose herewith a deed from the 
Southern California Railway Company 
to the city of a triangular strip of land 
between Walnut and Hayes strgets. 
This strip has ben abandoned by them 
and deeded to the city in exchange for 
a similar strip to be used for right-of- 
Way at another point. A deed has been 
given to them by the city, and I would 
advise that the inclosed deed be ac- 
cepted by the city, and the clerk in- 
structed to record the same.

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


The following report wae submitted 
by the City Engineer: 

“I have estimated the cost of grading, 
etc., Albion street between Main street 
and Avenue 21 (formerly Chestnut 
street.) as follows: Grading and grav- 
eling, 95 cents per front foot; gutter, 
14 cents; culverts, 8 cents; curb, red- 
wood, 15 cents; total $1.12. As this 
amount meets the requirements of the 
bond act, I herewith present an ordi- 
nance of intention to do the work as 
above. Petition No. 294, which repre- 
sents a majority of the frontage, ie 
herewith returned. 

“In regard to the protest from H. 
lL. Barnwell et al., against the side- 
walking of the north side of Eighth 
street between Spring and Figueroa 
streets I find as follows: Total front- 
age on north side of said Eighth 
etreet, 2310 front feet, a majority of 
which is 1156 feet, represented on face 
of protest 1340 feet. The protest there- 
fore represents on its face a majority 
of the frontage; there are. however, 
610 feet signed by agents who do not 
show their authority. I herewith re- 
turn the protest. 

“I herewith present ordinance of in- 
tention to establish the grade of 
Twenty-second street between Ver- 
mont avenue and Rosedale avenue. 

“Also ordinance of intention to es- 
tablish the grade of Twenty-fourth 
street between Vermont avenue and 
Sudiong avenue. 

“Also ordinance of intention to es- 
tablish the grade of Twenty-fourth 
Street between Rosedale avenue and 
Congress avenue. 

“Also ordinance of intention to es- 
tablish the grade of Avenue 34 from 
Pasadena avenue to Grace street, re- 
pealing ordinance of intention No. 4158. 

“I herewith present special specifi- 
cations for the repaving with asphalt 


of Main street from the north line 
of First street to the south line of 
Ninth street, and recommend their 


adoption by your honorable body. 

“I also present an ordinance of in- 
tenticn to repave said Main etreet in 
accordance with the above specifica- 
tions. and in compliance with your or- 
der of April 19. 

“In regagd to the protest from T. 
G. Fry et al., against the opening of 
Eleventh street from Alvarado street 
west, I find that out of eleven names 
on the protest only one (T. G. Fry) 
owns property within the district of 
assessment. The figures are as fol- 
lows: Total frontage in ‘assessment 
district, 2841.5 lineal feet; a majority 
of which is 1421 lineal feet: frontage of 
T. G. Fry in district, 1828 lineal feet. 
The protest does not represent a ma- 
jority of the frontage, and is here- 
with returned. 

“IT herewith present ordimance of in- 
tention to construct a, sewer on Gleason 
avenue and Matthews street from Mott 
to First street. 

“In compliance with your order of 
March 22, I have furnished the City, 
Attorney with a description of land 
on Hamilton street, from which gravel 
is to-be taken. | 

“TI herewith present ordinance of in- 
tention to construct a five-foot cement 
walk on Wright street between Pico 
street and Sixteenth street in accord- 
ance with the petition from W. . 
Johnston et al., herewith returned. 

“The necessary contract and bond 
being on file in this office, I herewith 
present ordinance granting permission 
to property-owners to pave with gran- 
ite blocks the south side of Second 
street between Hill street and Olive 
street. 

“T herewith present final ordinance 
establishing the grade of Orchard street 
between Adams street and Jefferson 
street. 

“In compliance with your orders of 
February 15 and April 19, I have esti- 
mated the cost of grading, curbing and 
guttering Second street from Fremont 
avenue to a point 200 feet west of 
Beaudry avenue as follows: Grading 
and graveling, $2.42 per front foot; red- 
wood curb,.15 cents; gutter, 14 cents: 
total cost, $2.71. As this amount meets 
the requirements of the Bond Act, I 
herewith present the necessary ordi- 
nance of intention. The petition of 
Mrs. PD. V. Cohn herewith returned. 

“IT have estimated the cost of grad- 
ing, etc., First street from Clarence 
street to Boyle avenue as follows: 
Grading and graveling, 80 cents per 
front foot; cement curb, 28 cents: ex- 
tension of culvert, 8 cents: total cost 
per front foot, $1.16. As this meets the 
requirements of the Bond Act, I here- 
with present the necessary ordinance 
of intention. 

“T herewith present for your approval 
the assessment diagram for the sewer 
on Witmer street, Sixth street, Briel 
street and Fourth street. as built under 
ordinance of intention 3529 (new series.) 

“T have estimated the cost of grad- 
ing, etc., First street between Flower 
street and Figueroa (Formerly Pear!) 
street as follows: Grading and gravel- 
ing. $1.85 per front foot: cement curb, 
28 cents: cement walks, five feet wide, 
45 cents: gutter, 14 cents; total cost per 
front foot, $2.72. As this amount meats 
the requirements of the Bond Act, I 
herewith present the ordinance of in- 
tention to do the work.” 

All of the ordinances submitted by 
the City Engineer were adopted with- 
out dissent and the specifications sub- 
mitted for the repavine of Main street 
frem First to Ninth street were 
adopted. 


OTHER REPORTS. 

A report was received from the Board 
of Fire Commissioners relative to the 
leasing and possible purchase of quar- 
ters tor companies Mos. 4 and 7, and 
was placed on file. An ordinance was 
also .submitted providing for an in- 
crease in the force of eight permanent 
men to handle the new aerial truck, one 
driver at $75 per month, one tillerman 
at $70, and six laddermen at $50 per 
month each. The ordinance was _sre- 
ferred to the Fire and Water Commit- 
tee. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works, previcusly published, was read 
and adopted by the Council in every 
particular. The report of the Bridge 
Committee Was also approved. 
POLICE COMMISSIONER OUSTED. 

The surprise of the day was the re- 
moval of Police Commissioner Forman, 
which was easily effected after a brief 
discussion. The minority was so evyi- 
dently caught unprepared. that it could 
do nothing more than to ask for in- 
vestigation of that official's conduct. 
but even in that it was unsuccessful. 
The movement to oust Commissioner 
Forman was started quietly some time 
ago, but no publicity was given to it 
until enough votes were secured in 
the Council to*ssure the outcome. 

The following resolution was pre- 
sented by Councilman Hutchison. who 
moved its adoption, and was seconded 
by Councilman Grider: 

“Whereas the fulfillment of the”du- 
ties of Police Commissioner of this city 
are incompatible with the duties of a 
director or owner of a street-car line 
of this city; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that the position of Police 
Commissioner of this city now held bv 
Charles Forman, be declared vacant.’ 

Councilman Mathuss offered as an 
amendment to the resolution that th 
motion be filed. Councilman Hutchisor 
took an aggressive stand in support 
of his motion. He ascribed al! the 
trouble in the police department to 
the policy advocated by Commissioner 


the peace and harmony of that depart- 
ment that he be removed, 

Councilman Toll was surprised at the 
suddenness of the move to depose one 
of the Police Commissioners, but he 
held that nothing was to be effected 
by the removal of one member, and. 
if the policy of the board iwas to he 
changed ,by the interference of. the 
Council, a majorityvof the board should 
be removed. Councilman Toll evidently 
hoped to shame the Council into a 
moderate course, buh he did not know 
the odds against him. 


’ President Silver at this point ruled 


Forman, and thought it necessary for 


the original motion out of order, and 
Councilman Hutchison at once ap- 
pealed from the decision of the chair. 
The result of the vote showed what 
would be Commissioner Forman’s fate. 
Only three votes were cast to sustain 
the ruling of the chair, Councilmen 
Baker. Mathuss and Toll, while Coun- 
cilmen Ashman, Blanchard, Grider, 
Hutchison and Nickell voted in the 
negative. ~ 

Councilman Toll again pleaded tha 
in fairness an investigation should be 
made, A summary dismissal of Com- 
missioner Forman without an exami- 
nation of the charges so unexpectedly 
preferred against him would be rank 
injustice. 

Councilman Hutchison warmly re- 
torted that no investigation had been 
made of charges against police officers, 
twenty of whom were to be discharged 
on the following day. He considered 
that Mr. Forman had gone out of his 
‘Way unnecessarily to insult the Coun- 
cil by not only refusing to accept their 
recommendations in regard to the 
granting of special stars to certain 
officials, but in attempting to repri- 
mand them for making such requests 
and securing the influence of the 
Council. 

Councilman Nickell said his vote was 
determined by things that had ‘hap- 
pened in the last few days. The mem- 
bers of the police force were in dread 
of losing their places on account of 
Mr. Forman’s official action. For the 
sake of harmony and good .service in 
the police department he believed it 
necessary to retire Mr. Forman. For 
ten days the entire force had been de- 
moralized. In concluding Councilman 
Nickell said: “We know Mr. Forman 
is honorable, we all know he is arbi- 
trary.”’ 

Councilman Mathuss said the whole 
matter had been cooked up in the last 
few hours, but if it was to be rail- 
roaded throuch, it would be done with- 
out his vote. He therefore withdrew 
his amendment and moved that the 
resolution be referred to a committee. 
This amendment was also lost. 

The original motion offered by Coun- 
cilman Hutchison that Commissioner 
Forman’s place be vacated was then 
put and carried, Councilmen Ashman, 
Blanchard, Grider, Mutchison and 
Nickell voting in the affirmative, and 
Councilmen Baker, Mathuss, Toll and 
President Silver in the negative. This 
closed the incident and no effort was 
made to name Mr. Forman’s successor. 

MUST HAVE PERMITS. 

Councilman Hutchison also intro- 
duced the following motion, which was 
adopted: That the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company be directed to re- 
move from the streets of this city all 
such sidetracks, switches, crossings and 
other street obstructions of that com- 
pany as are now in saidystreets with- 
out authorization of proper authori- 
ties. 

This was directly aimed at the re- 
cent placing of a new crossinng for 
the Southern Pacific Company by the 
Los Angeles Electric Railway Com- 
pany at the intersection of First and 
Ziameda streets. The motion carried 
without a murmur, although it was ex- 
pected that it would draw out an ex- 
planation from the Board of Public 
Works. 

; WANT AN ESTIMATE. > 


The water question bobbed up again, 
much to the annoyance of the Water 
Supply Committee. Councilman Grider 
moved “that in order for this Council 
to have before it full information in the 
premises, as to the value of the old 
water plant, be it ’ 

*‘Resolved, that the City Engineer be, 
and he is hereby instructed to immedi- 
ately prepare and furnish to this Coun- 
cil, at the earliest possible date, an 
estimate of the cost to build at this 
time, new, the Los Angeles City Water 
Company’s plant, for the purpose of 
comparison, and the Supply Commit- 
tee be authorized to draw such neces- 
sary requisitions as the City Engineer 
may, from time to time, require during 
the progress of said work.” 

This started the ball ralling at once 
and the Water Supply Committee had 
a lot of trouble to stop it getting out 
of their control. é 

Councilman Nickell somewhat indig- 
nantly said that he did not understand 
why such motions kept bobbing up. 
The Water Supply Committee was try- 
ing to get information from the City 
Water Company whereby to get the de- 
sired estimates. Next Monday they 
hoped to have everything in readiness. 

President Silver called on City Engi- 
neer Dockweiler, who was present, to 
state what would be the probable cost 
of makirg such an estimate. and he 
was told that it would probably be 
about?$750. That was meant, he said. 
to make an inventory of the property of 
the City Water Company and to make 
an estimate of its value at current 
prices. To get up a detailed descrip- 
tion of each niece of nroperty would re- 
quire about four weeks. 

Councilman Toll then opposed the 
adoption of the motion before the Coun- 
cil. He said this was arother of those 
anticipatory motions which they had 
seen of late. The Water Supply Com- 
mittee hoped to have the information 
desired for presentation to the Council 
next Monday. Here he was interrunted 
by Councilman Hutchison. who asked. 

“Do you think the City Water Com- 
nany will refuse to give to us the fig- 
ures and information if we pass this 
motion?” 

“No,” said Councilman Toll. 

“Would you accept théir figures as 
final?” 

“Not at all.” said Councilman Toll. 
Then he continued: “‘There is no use 
of bringing in side issues. The neces- 
sary information is coming. One of 
the City Engineer’s force is now at 
work on the maps. We propose that 
véu take such data and information 
as are furnished and verify them with 
two or three experts if. necessary. 
These gentlemen here demand that we 
shall not wait six days, but that the 
City Engineer begin digging up the 
streets tomorrow, when the water 
company will give us what we want 
this week. Later we will instruct the 
City Engineer to determine the value 
of the plant of the City> Water Com- 
panv on the data ft furnishes and to 
verify it carefully.” 

Councilman Grider defended his mo- 
tion briefly but virorously. He said 
Councilman Toll had nut them off be- 
fore with promises. Two weeks ago 
the Council would not;authorize svch 
investications as were| suggested, be-

MEXICAN BOY CHARGED WITH THE 
MURDER OF MICHAEL LORDEN. 


The Prosecution Endeavors to Show 
That Valdez’s Confession Was 
False, and Traces ‘His Move- 


ments After He Fired the Fatal 
Shot. 


At half past 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon the examination of Frank Valdez, 
charged with the murder of Michael H. 
Lorden, at Calabasas, was commenced 
before Justice of the Peace William 
Young in the Township Court.. 

Since Valdez, who is a boy about 17 


years old, was arrested, he has made 
two confessions. 
implicated Justice of the Peace N. M. 
Richardson of Calabasas in Lorden’s 
murder, alleging that Richardson had 
offered him $100 to shoot Lorden. After 
the boy had been brought to Los Ange- 
les and placed in the County Jail, he 
made his second confession, this time 
before a representative of the District 
Attorney’s office anda stenographer, 
and signed the confession after it had 
been written. In this confession he said 
Roney Crane of Calabasas had gone 
with him to Lorden’s store to. kill him 
and get a sack of money Crane said 
was in his (Lorden’s) possession. 

N. M. Richardson was the first wit- 
ness placed on the stand yesterday. He 
told of going to Lorden’s store on the 
night of the murder and after breaking 
in the door, finding the dead man’s 
body seated in a chair with a bullet 
hole in it. 

Isaac C. Ijams was the next witness 
called. Lorden walked to his house, 
which was about half or three-quarters 
of a mile distant from Lorden’s store, 
after he had been shot. Ijams returned 
to the store with him, Lorden starting 
out ahead and Ijams overtaking him on 
the way. After they reached the store 
Ijams went for assistance. Lorden 
asked him to get Richardson so that he 
could tell the Justice the details of the 
shooting, but refused to tell Ijams any- 
thing more than that a Calabasas man 
had fired the shot. Ijams went after 
Richardson, calling up McCaleb on his 
way, but when he and the Justice re- 
turned to Lorden’s store, the wounded 
man had expired. . 

A. R. McCaleb was sworn and testi- 
fied that he had arrived at the store be- 
fore Richardson got there. He called 
to Lorden and knocked on the door re- 
peatedly. He received no answer, al- 
though he heard heavy breathing and 
occasional groans from inside. When 
Richardson came they broke open a 
door and on entering found Lorden 
dead. 4 

The prosecution, conducted by Asst. 
Dist.-Atty. Williams, then proceeded to 
introduce testimony to show that Val- 
dez has not told the truth in his con- 
fessions, in regard to his actions subse- 
quent to the tragedy. Valdez said he 
had shot Lorden because the latter was 
about to strike him with an ax handle. 
He said that on the day after the shoot- 
ing he went to the sheep ranch owned 
by P. Agora and told him that he had | 
He also 
claimed to have told Frank Manet and 
Mrs. May Brown, at whose house he 
stayed, the same thing... 

Agora, Mrs. Brown, Manat and other 
witnesses were placed on the stand to 
prove that the young Mexican had said 
nothing to them about the matter. 
George Foshay and T. R. Newell testi- 
fied that two days after Lordens mur- 
der Valdez had come to Calabasas, and 
when told of the store-kKeeper’s death 
had said that that was the first thing 
he had heard of the shooting. A boy 
by the name of Leon Gates had also 
seen Valdez aftér Lorden’s death, and 
Valdez had said nothing to him of the 
matter. Valdez stated after his arrest 
that he had done so. Attorneys Appel 
and Whitney are defending Valdez. The 
examination will be continued this 


morning. 


GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER. 


Mand Pierce an Accomplice in 
the Murder of James Bellew. 
After the arguments of counsel and_ 
the instructions by the court in the 
trial of Maud Pierce before Superior 
Judge B. N. Smith in Department One 
yesterday, the issue was placed in the 
hands of the jury. The twelve men 
who had listened for several days to 
the testimony in regard to the murder 
of James Bellew, and what part Maud 
Pierce played in the tragedy, retired to 

the jury room at 4:20 o’clock. 

For nearly four hours the jurors were 
unable to reach any conclusion accept- 
able to them all. At 8:30 o’elock, how- 
ever, they returned a verdict in which 
Maud Pierce was found guilty of man- 
slaughter. She will be sentenced on 
Thursday. 


ALLEGED FRAUDULENT SALE. 


J. A. Neel Charged with Having Con- 
verted Property to His Own Use. 
A suit was filed yesterday in the office 

of the County Clerk, in which May B. 
Urling was the plaintiff and J. A. Neel 
and Mrs. Ella A. Neel, his wife, were 
defendants. The action is brought to 
annul a sale of real estate by an ad- 
ministrator. The facts of the case, as 
set forth by the complaint, are as fol- 
lows: 

May Urling is a child of J. S. Neel, 
who died in Los Angeles on March ?, 
1893. At the time of his death the de- 
cedent owned lot 3 of the Hoover tract, 
in this city, which was and now is 
worth not less than $7500. J. S.“Neel’s 
“will was admitted to probate and J. A. 
Neel appointed administrator .of the 
estate. The latter never petitioned the 
court for, and was never given an or- 
der to sell any real estate belonging to 
the estate, but on August 12, 1896, he 
returned to the court an instrument 
termed by him “Return of sale and pe- 
tition for confirmation,’”’ which stated 
that he had sold lot 3 of the Hoover 
tract to his wife, Mrs. Ella A. Neel for 
$5000. Of this amount $1000 was cash 
payment, and $4000 was to be paid on 
confirmation of the sale. 

The sale was affirmed by the court. 
The complaint filed yesterday alleges 
that the pretended sale to Mrs. Neel 
was in fact a sale made by Neel to him- 
self, and the title held in trust for him 


not at the time of the sale or ever has 
been financially able to purchase or to 
pay anything like the amount of the 
purchase price, $5000. Furthermore. the 
complaint alleges, the property could be 
sold for at least 10 per cent. more than 
that amount. The plaintiff lives in 
Pennsylvania and received no notice of 
the sale until it had taken place. Had 
she received such notice, she would 
,have objected tq the sale, as she has a 
one-seventh interest in the property, 
left her by her father in his will.

THE SUPREME COURT. 


Three Judgments Affirmed and One 
Reversed. 

Four decisions were received from 
the Supreme Court yesterday. | 

The judgment of the Superior Court 
of San Luis Obispo county was af- 
firmed in the case of the People of the 
State of California against the City 
of San Luis Obispo. The case was 
brought by the People ex rel. Joseph 
Lind to abate a nuisance caused by 
the discharge of the city sewage into 
San Luis Obispo Creek. The case was 
appealed on the ground that the judg- 
ment of the Superior Court prevented 
the discharge of the sewage at any 
point on the creek from its mouth to 
ten miles inland therefrom. 

In the suit brought by J. W. Smith 
against John Corbit the decision of the 
lower court is reversed. Smith sued 
for a water right, and the case was 
decided against him in the Superior 
Court. 

The judgment and order appealed 
from in the case of Mrs. Mary M. Smith 
against Nelson Smith was affirmed 
by the Supreme Court. Mrs. Smith 
was granted a decree of divorce from 
the defendant, and he appealed the 
case on the ground of insufficiency of 
evidence and discovery of new evi- 
dence. 

In the case of E. J. Baldwin and R. 
Garvey against James Durfee, the Su- 
preme Court affirmed the decision of 
the lower court. The suit was brought 
to recover possession of two small 
tracts of land. The Swperior Judge 
decided the case in favor of the de- 
fendant, who pleaded the statute of 
limitations.

A petition was filed yester- 
day by T. Hardy Smith of Pomona for 
insolvency of the firm Browne & Co., 
composed of the petitioner and J. D. H. 
Browne of San Bernardino. The firm’s 
liabilities are siated in the petition as 
$4312.27. The assets of the company 
consists of two lots in Chino, mortgaged 
for all but $1976.70 of their value, stock 
of goods at Pomona, Chino, and sundry 
goods in the hands of Braun & Co. at 
Los Angeles, all valued at $4584.31. 
Browne & Co. were engaged in the drug 
business at both Pomona and, Chino. 


SUIT FOR CONDEMNATION. F. P. 
Nickey, as president of the Board of 
Supervisors of Orange county, filed a 
suit yesterday against the Stearns 
Rancho Company for condemnation of 
certain strips of land in Orange county 
for a right-of-way for a draining ditch. 
The complaint states that the lands 
bordering upon and affected by the’ 
ditch have many large artesian wells 
and springs thereon, which discharge. 
| harge quantities of water upon the sur- 
face of the lands, rendering them ex- 
cessively wet and swampy and unfit for 
cultivation; also that the ditch ise 
adapted to and intended for the drain- 
ing of the lands, and rendering them 
more fit and valuable for cultivation.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. In an 
interview with the new Postmasicr- 
Yames A. Gary, published in 
The Times of Sunday, that gentieman is 
reported as expressing himself in tavor 
of postal savings banks. Mr. Carpen- 
ter quoted Mr. Gary on this subject as 
follows: 

“] would like to see postal savings 
banks established all over the country 
and I hope to be able to get legislation 
through Congress to that effect. Such 
vanks might be founded in eonnection 
with a 2-per-cent. bend issued by the 
government, and might result in these 
bonds being held by the people in every 
part of the country. They would give 
a foundation for the establishing of 
national banks ‘everywhere, and they 
would bind our people together. Every 
man that held a bond would be a pa- 
triot There would be no more_borrow- 
ing money from England, and there 
would be miljiions who would save who 
are not saving now. I don't believe in 
the fear many people have of a national 
debt. and 1 think, in many respects, 
Ren Butler was right when he said, 
‘that -a public debt Was a national 
blessing.’ 

When Mr. Garv was asked whether 
the banks would not object to postal 
savings hanks he replied: 

“I think not. IT am connected with 
the Ttaltimore Savings Bank, one of 
the largest of the kind in the country. 
We do not allow more than $25 a week 
to be deposited by one person. We, 
like many other savings banks, have 
more deposits than we Know what to 
do with, and we have had sometimes 
to ask people to take back their money. 
The money which the postoffice savings 
banks would get. would, for the most 
part, come from people who do not de- 
,posit now, and I do not think there 
would be a great objection on the part 
of the banks.” 

With a man at headquarters thus fa- 
vorably inclined toward the postoflice 
cavings bank svstem, it may be hoped 
that this excellent system, which has 
been successfully adopted in Germany 
and other countries, and to the im- 
portance of which The Times has fre- 
quently called attention, will soon: be 
given a fair trial in tte United States.

THE EASTERN PEACH CROP. It 
looks as if peaches would be peaches 
this year, to judge from the neWs which 
comes of the failure of the crop west 
of the mountains. Porter Bros. & Co. 
recently received a letter from Chicago 
which goes to show that the eastern 
fruit will be very short this year. The 
Jeiter, which was published in the San 
Prancisco Call, is as follows: 

“It may interest you to know that in 
an interview with a prominent green- 
fruit mon a day or two since he in- 
formed wus that, owng to the unfavor- 
able season so far, the peach crop in 
Georgia will mot exceed one-tenth that 
of last year. He also confirmed what 
we have seen in the papers, that we 
have had recently severe frosts on the 
western shores of Michigan, though it 
is probably yet too early for any seri- 
ous damage to result. . 

“This morning we notiee telegrams in 
our papers from the South of bad 


frosts that have injured quite ex- 
tensively the blossoming fruit trees 
and vines. We, of course, give you 


this informaton for what it is worth, 
but we know we have had a very late 
spring and quite severe frosts in our 
vicinity this week. A gentleman from 
Indiv napolis was in our office yesterday 
and reported a severe frost for a seetion 
of fifty miles about there, and he is 
very confident damage has been done 
to the fruits... This information may n 
be very valuable as yet, but it may 
he a ‘straw’ to indicate that a crop so 
peg] as last year’s cannot be equalled

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

THE BIGGEST CORPORATION. An 
item has recenily been going the round 
of the press, taken from a recent num- 
ber of Current Literature, in which an 
English writer asserts that the great- 
eft corporation on earth is the London 
and Northwestern Railway Company of 
England. with its capital of $595,000,000, 
a revenue of $6500 an hour, 2300 engines 
and 60,000 employés and repairs that 
cost $130,000 a. month. 

“Everything is made by 
pany,” says the writer, “bridges, en- 
sines, ratis, carriages, wagons and an 
innumerable lot of other things, even 
the coal scuttles and the wooden limbs 
for the injured of the staff.” 

Commenting upon this statement, an 
American exchange shows, as follows, 
that the big English Railway corpora- 
tion is not “in it’ with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad: 

“The Northwestern Railway Com- 
pany is no doubt a gigantic corpora- 
tion for a little country like England 
and worth bragging about, but we have 
zxot a bigger one here in the United 
States that might absorb it very easily. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad, for exam- 
pie, has a capital of $857,075,600 and 15,- 
430 miles ot track, which traverses thir- 
teen States. It has 3756 locomotives. 
which consume 10,000 tons of coal a 
@€ay and make runs equal to the dis- 
‘ance around :the globe every two 
hours. It h&s 3935 passenger cars, 145,- 
000 freight cars, 350 Pullman cars and 
241 other cars for construction and 
other purposes, making a total of 158,- 

24 cars, which make a journey equal to 
the circumference «2 the earth in every 
eight minutes. These locomotives and 
cars, if placed upon a single track, 
would reach from New York to Chi- 
cago, or ten times the distance between 
Philadelphia and New York. The rajls 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, if laid 
end to end, would encircle the globe 
and overlap about 4000 miles. The total 
annua] revenue of the road is $125,000, - 
00%—equal to $372,506 a day, and $15,525 
every_hour of the day and night—w hich 
is two and a half times as much as 
that of the Northwestern of England.”

The Victim is Seriously Injured and 
May Sue the City for Damages. 
“Prof.’’ Ed Green on Trial for a 
Heinous Crime—tirevities. 


SANTA ANA, May 3.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence. } W. W. Cunningham 
met with a painful accident this (Mon- 
day) morning. As he was driving 
along Second street near the corner 
of Parton, he ran into a wire that had 
sagged down just low enough to strike 
him in the face. The collision tore 
two of his teeth loose and fractured 
his jaw bone, besides badly lacerating 
his face. The wire that did the dam- 
age belongs to the city, having been 
used some time ago in a circuit that 
ran from the fire department to the 
city water-works. Mr. Cunningham is 
a painter, and has a residence in the 
western portion of the city. He feels 
that some one has been criminally care- 
less in allowing the wire to remain 
in such a dangerous position. The city 
may have a damage suit on its hands 
on account of the accident. 

“PROF.” GREEN ON TRIAL. 

“Prof.” Ed F. Green, charged with 
the crime of committing rape upon the 
person of little Ruby Fitch, is now 
having his trial before Superior Judge 
Ballard and a jury of twelve men. 
Dist.-Atty. West is conducting the 
prosecution, while John Y. Anderson 
is looking out for the defendant. 

The little girl, Ruby, was the first 
witness put upon the stand. Her evi- 
dence was very damaging to the de- 
fendant, as she gave the details 
of her pifiable story there were many 
revengeful glances at the defendant. 
Ruby testified as to the time Green out- 
raged her and as to his cruel and 
brutal treatment of her. 

The father of the girl was put on 
the stand, his testimony going to es- 
tablish her age. 

Mrs. Dr. Howe testified that she 
made a medical examination of the 
little girl after she had been -rescued 
at Los Angeles, with the result that 
there was an abundance of evidence 
that the heinous crime had been com- 
mitted, and that she was suffering from 
the evil effects of it. 

D. Halladay’s testimony fixed the 
time the Greens came to Santa Ana, 
as they occupied one of his houses be- 
low First street. 

By consent of the prosecution, Louis 
Levy of Los Angeles was put in the 
witness-box to establish Green’s 
physical condition, on or about the 
time the crime is alleged to have been 
committed. but Judge Ballard ruled 
this'-testimony out, and the witness 
was excused.

FOUND DROWNED.

INCENDIARY FIRE AT OCEAN PARK 
SUNDAY NIGHT, 


M. C. A, Additoriam Barned with 
Nearly All Ite Contents—Veeting 
of Town Trustecs—A Prohibitive 
License Placed on Peddlers. 


SANTA MONICA, May 3.--'Regular 
Correspondence.}] The Young Men's 
Christian Association auditorium at 
Ocean Park, in South Santa Menica, 
Was totally destroyed by fire at 2 
O'clock this (Monday) morning. The 
fire ig believed to have been ircen- 
diary, as Mrs. William Naumann, who 
was the first person to arrive on the 
scene, discovered one of the rear win- 
dows and the front door of (he build- 
ing broken open, although the con- 
tenst, which consisted of chairs for 
seating were undisturbed. D. W. Griffin 
who had charge of the property says 
the doors and windows’ were all fast- 
ened Sunday at5p.m. The fire had its 
origin in some dry brush, which had 


been piled about the building as a 
protection against the sand; it being 
situated on the sand dunes near the 
Santa Fé bath-house and pleasure 
wharf.

Roy Jones pre- 
sented an application for a gas fran- 
chise, and the City Clerk was _ in- 
structed to advertise for bids for, the 
same. 

S. Rhinehart and others asked for an 
electric light in front of the Hotel Ar- 
cadia on Ocean avenue, which was 
referred to the Street Committee. 

Bills to the amount of $1223.75 were 
allowed. 

The Street Committee reported that 
three additional arc lights had been 
placed in South Santa Monica. 

Trustee Carillo, to whom, as chairman 
of the Street Committee was referred 
the matter of right-of-way for the 
sewer outside the city limits, reported 
that he had interviewed members of 
the Board of Supervisors and found 
them willing to grant right-of-way Over 
county property if the Board of Trus- 
tees would cause the necessary papers 
to be prepared. He had also found 
Messrs. Kinney and Ryan, the owners 
of the land between the line of the 
county road and the ocean, disposed to 
deal fairly with the city. The City At- 
torney was authorized to prepare nec- 
essary papers. 

Kinney and Ryan filed a formal pro- 
test against the proposed route for a 
sewer across their property in South 
Santa Monica. Hearing was set for 
May ll. 

The City Engineer submitted a draft 
furnished by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany for right-of-way for the sewer 
across the property of the company. 
The Mayor was authorized to execute 
the same for the city. 

The wholesale and retail sutchers 
asked that the license for meat ped- 
dling be placed at $50. A large delega- 
tion of business men was present, and 
A. Mooser, in their behalf, addressed 
the Council on the general subject of 
license rates, asking that they be placed 
merchants and business men of the 
city. 

ie ordinance was passed. providing 
for a license at the sum of $59 for carry- 
ing on the business of . peddling or 
hawking of goods, wares and merchan- 
dise, butchers’ meats or fruits, where 
the fruits are not raised by the ped- 
dler. 

An ordinance was also passed exclud- 
ing tamale wagens from the streets 
at all times except from sunset to sun- 
rise.

ONTARIO WILL PROHARLY LOSE 


HER COLLEGE, 


a. 


But She Will Gain Instead a High 
School—Vacancy in the Hortical- 
tural Commisxsi6n not Vet Filled. 
More Games Schedaled, 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 3.—([Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The county 
educational department is interested in 
a move that is being made at Ontario 


whereby there is a possibility of still 
another High School in this county. 
Colton and Chino have their High 
Schools well under way in the pre- 
liminary stage, and now there is a 


chance to acquire a good High School 
in the place of a poor college. by the 
assimilating of Chaffey College of On- 
tario by the University .of Southern 
California, at Los Angeles. It is pro- 
posed to move the college parapher- 
nalia to Los Angeles, making it an 
agricultural department of the univer- 
sity, and rent the present college build- 


ing to Ontario for a High School. Only 
a nominal rental would be charged, 
and Ontario could have a High School 


without the usual formality of voting 
bonds to put up a building and fit it 
up for business, but could just hire a 


teacher and start the school. This 
would doubtless be a change for the 
better for Ontario, and give the county 
a fifth High School. A meeting will be 
held this week between the trustees 
of the college and the. citizens of On- 
tario to come to some agreement. The 
principal objection to losing the col- 


lege is the faet that it has an endow-. 


ment annually of about ,$5000, and if 
the removal is made this goes with it, 
and is not expended in Ontario. In 
return for the loss of this the univer- 
sity offers a full course anda free 
scholarship in the university to every 
graduate of the High School estab- 
lished in the building at Ontario. This 
will be a very advantageous offer to 
Ontario, and will greatly assist the pro- 
posed High School. As six of the 
eight trustees of the newly-organized 
“Chaffey College of the University of 
Southern California,” are residents of 
Ontario, it is evident that at the meet- 
ing this week Ontario will not lose by 
the deal. This college was founded by 
Craffey brothers as a boom argument, 
and it fulfilled its mission, but has al- 
ways been in a state of impecuniosity, 
and was finally taken under the wing 
of the Methodist Church, becoming 
the protegé of the general conference, 
but has been a heavy burden, and by 
annexing it to the university, which 
is under the same conference, it is 
thought to place it on a more stable 
basis, and make it pay.

HISTORICAL SOCIET Y. 


Regular Monthly Meeting — Carni- 
vale—Founder of Los Angeles. 
The regular monthly meeting of the 
Historical Society last evening at ‘he 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. R. B. Ash- 
ley, on West Sixteenth street, was at- 


tended by a large and interested gath-- 


ering of members and friends. 
The programme included two papers, 


the first, “A Study of Carnivals,” by 
Dr. J. D. Moody, and the second, on 


“Gov. Felipe de Neva,” by H. D. Bar- 
rows, one of the oldest residents of 
the city. Miss Ildica Eisenmeyer ren- 
dered cornet and piano solos, and Miss 
Turtilla Eisenmeyer sang a solo. The 
progratame was followed by refresh- 
ments. 

Dr. Moody traced the carnival from 
the old Indian or savage dance up 
through its various stages to the pres- 
ent time, quoting many amusing and 
interesting instances of early life’ in 
‘California. He gave at length ac- 
counts of Indian and Spanish dances, 
and the peculiar customs and manners 
in connection with them, and spoke 
of the one distinguishing feature of the 
California carnival. as the cascarone, 
or egg-throwing, the shells being filled 
with cologne or confetti The Spanish 
colonists revelled in fiestas, and the 
annual rounding-up of the great herds 
of cattle was always an occasion for 
a celebration. .Dancing was almost in- 
cessant for three days and nights, and 
there were bull and cock fights, horse 
racing and feats of rsemanship. The 
speaker mentioned the fact that he was 


unable to find any trace of an “All 
Fool's Nicht’ in the old fiestas. The 


origin of the Indian dance was said to 
be a desire to perpetuate some story 
or tribal histcry. This was partici- 
pated in by the old people only. In 
the next stage, the story was forgotten, 
but the dance continued. In the third 
stage. the story forgotten, it became 
a pastime, and the old people left it 
to the young. In the fourth, the pas- 
time no longer understood, youth added 
frivolity. and we have the carnival. 
The peculiar excesses of the carnival 
were traced from the old Roman Satur- 


nalia. 
Mr. Barrows gave an interesting 
sketch of Gov. de Neva, the original 


founder of the pueblo of Los Angeles, 
and the third Governor of the State. 
He became the Governor of the two 
Californias in 1775, and during his 
administration five mission’, two presi- 
dios and two pueblos were founded. In 
September, 1782, he was promoted to 
the office of inspector-general, and re- 
ceived the cross of the order of San 
Carlos. That his services and ability 
were thorouchly appreciated by the 
powers of Spain was shown hy the 
many honors bestowe upon: him. 
Purine the latter part of his term as 
Governor he resided at San Gabriel, 
directing the founding of the new 
pueblo of Les Angeles.

THEY WILL FIGHT 


CHINESE A PROTECTIVE 
FUND AND RETAIN A LAWYER, 


Pisagreement in the Wore Sang 
Ratters Case — A Bitter Fight 


Comtine—Chinese Charge Pollce 


OMicers with Hrutality. 


Dissereement—that is the result of 
the trial of old Wong Sung Seung for 
battering Policeman Phillips, The 
trial went on all yesterday afternoon 
and evening in Justice Owens’s court, 
and it was nearly midnight before the 
was reached. 

A vigorous effort will be made by the 
Chinese to win this case. A protective 
fund has been raised, Frank F. Davis 
retained as permanent counsel for the 
Chinamen of Los Angeles, and every 
Chinese case which comes up in the 
courts will be vigorously fought. 

Officers Phillips and McGraw and 
Deputy Constable E. Boshell were the 
witnesses for the prosecution, The 
Story as they told it was that Phillips 
entered Wong Sung Seung’s store in 
the belief a fan-tan game Was going on, 
that he was attacked by the Chihnamen 
and his’ vest torn in two, that he 

clubbed Wong Sung Seung, and that 
finally McGraw came to his rescue. 
The presentation of the testimony for 
the defense was deferred until evening. 

All last evening the case dragged 
wearily along. The witnesses were 
all but one Chinamen, and able to talk 
English only on broken monosyllables, 
to every question and every answer 
had to be transiated by Chan Kiu 
Sing, the little interpreter. This made 
the getting of evidence interminably 
slow, 

The policy of the defense was to deny 
everything. One by one the Chinamen 
who were present on the eventful Tues- 
day afternoon when Phillips went hunt- 
ing for fan-tan players testified that 
the defendant-had not laid hands upon 
Officer Phillips, and that at the time 
he entered the store they were doing 
nething unlawful. 

Wong Sung Seung, the defendant in 
the ease, sat motionless in a corner of 
the courtroom, apparently deaf to all 
that was going on around him, with 
only an occasional gleam in his half- 
shut eyes to show that he heard the 
evidence. His turn came to take the 
stand. He staggered to his feet, then 
pressed his hands to his tightly band- 
aged head. He seemed so weak” and 
ill that he had to he helped to the wit- 
ness's chair, and even with a police- 
man’s arm to lean on he tottered, and 
was obliged to support himself by slip- 
ping his hand along the rail. He ex- 
plained that ever since the clubbing 
Officer Phillips had given him he had 
been able to eat almost nothing. 

Wone Sung Seung is a man of 55, and 
looks withered and old for his years. 
He raised his skinny, deformed hands, 
with two fingers on each grown to- 
gether in a bizarre fashion, as if to 
show how unequal an opponent he was 
in a match with the strong young offi- 
cer. Wong SungSeung asseverated that 
during Phillips's invasion of his home 
he sat quietly in his chair, and did not 
raise a finger against the policeman. 
Wong Lung Hung, the partner «of the 
defendant, and Quong Wong, Tung Ton 
and Wong Sam offered corroboratory 
testimony. 

In his argument Deputy District At- 
torney W. P. James impeached the 
value of Chinese testimony. He de- 
clared the witnesses had contradicted 
each other. He enlarged upon the fact 
that they had all, except one, inno- 
cently denied any knowledge whatever 
of the meaning of the expression fan 
tan, and that they had almost all even 
denied ever having seen a yame of it. 


His declaration was that if the defend- 
ant had even given a tug to the of- 
ficer’s coat with undue force, that this 
constituted battery in the legal sense. 
Whether or not the officer had after- 
ward mistreated the defendant, he de- 
clared to have nothing to do with the 
present case, but he assured the jury 
that if such were the truth, he would 
be as prompt to issue a complaint 
against Phillips as he had been to issue 
one against the Chinaman. 

Frank F. Davis, attorney for the 
Chinaman. took the stand that the 
whole case was an outcropping of the 
too-common feeling that a Chinaman 
was a dog, with no rights any one 
was bound to respect. He declared that 
a Chinaman’'s home was his castle as 
much as a white man’s, and that a po- 
licemn had no more right to invade one 
home without due cause than the other. 
He urged the improbability of a China- 
man’s attacking an officer, a thing un- 
precedented. He argued that all the 
testimony of the witnesses for the de- 
fense was against Wong's having laid 
hands on the policeman. The central 
idea of his plea was that on this case 
rested -the principle of whether a 
Chinaman had the same rights as a 
white man, or whether his race and 
color and creed put him beyond the 
pale of those protected by the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

Then came the disagreement. The 
Chinese say a complaint will be asked 
for against Officer Phillips for clubbing 
Wong Sung Seung. 

A great deal of strong feeling has 
been aroused in Chinatown over this 
case. It has attracted more attention 
among the Chinamen than any Chinese 
case which has come up for months. 
Hitherto they have meekly submitted 


liked in Chinatown. ' Now they have de- 
cided on a strenuous effort to secure 
more considerate treatment in future. 
A fund of $2500 is said to have been 
raised bv subscription, hundreds of 
Chinamen paying $1 apiece, and the 
merchants subscribing more liberally, 
as befits their station. Frank F. Davis 
.has been hired to defend this case, and 
from this time on every: Chinaman ar- 
rested on any charge Will be defended 
to the bitter end by good legal talent, 
the expenses to be met by the sub- 
scribed funds. 

The case of Wong Sung Seung was 
continued, to be reset. The jury was 
six for conviction and five for ac quittal.
